The tomh in which Napoleon was placed has lost some of its interest from the removal of l l,fi 
body to France He died, on the 1st of Slay, 1821 On the 4th of October, 1840, his remai Q<5 
were embarked on the Trench frigate Bello Poule, which had been sent, under the command oi 
the Prince de Joinville, for the purpose of transporting them to France

and waiting for him according to appointment He was about mounting, when a citizen pf 
Jamestown, whom he had casuollj met the day before, stepped up and told him that he had a 
horse, much superior to that lie was about to mount, which was altogether at lus service, and 
that he would send for it Consequently the lured horse was dismissed, with a compensation 
to the disappointed attendant, and that of the polite friend was accepted, unfortunately, 
however, prov ing to be inferior to the one dismissed However, lie was used for a few hourf** 
and returned with a douceur to the servant who received him 

The same evening the owner of the horse visited the ship, when the lieutenant was profus e 
of cmlit) and thanks, and after entertaining lnm, pressed upon lnm the acceptance of som e 
little presents, quite equal in value to the hire of the horse These gifts were ft caved in such 
manner as induced the officer to think there was still sonic tiling more wanting,., when ho eauK 
“Will jou allow me to pay for the use of your horse? and was answered “ Woll, I am glad 
you were pleased with the animal, and \ou need only pay me the usual charge of three dollars '* 
It was immediately handed to him, when be coolly offered bis services at any future time, and 
said, with a peculiarly knowing look “If, when ) on again visit the island, you w ill placo ) ourself 
under my guidance, I will put jou through all charges at half price * Then politcH wishing 
a good voyage to all on board, be passed into the boat, w ith the neck of a vine bottle protruding

■While on)oi ing tlieluMui of these oriental establishments, one, in fact, might fine) lnniself 
in a well-organized Trench hotel, as lie has onl) to express a wish to havo it gratified, were it 
not that he has nothing to pa) m the former bejond the usual gratuities to servants, while m 
the latter he is mulcted roundly for ov civ convenience 

There is not much at present to interest the visitor at "Macao, as it is but n ghost of its former 
pelf There is almost a complete absence of trade or commerce The harbor is deserted, and 
the sumptuous dwellings and storehouses of the old merchants are comparatively erupt) , while 
the Portuguese who inhabit the place ftre hut ravel) Been, and seem listless md unoccupied 
An occasional Patsee, in high crowned cap and snowy robo, a venerable iciei chant, and here 
nod there a Jesuit priest, with Jus flock of youthful dibciples, nmj be seen, but the) nre only as 
the dccayiug monuments of the past 

At one time, however, the town of Aracno was one of the most flourishing marts of the East 
When the Portuguese obtained possession, in the latter part rf the sixteenth century, they soon 
established it as the centre of a wide commerce with China ami other oriental countjies Its 
origin is attributed to a few Portuguese merchants belonging to Lanipn$ao, who were allowed 
to resort there and establish some temporary huts for shelter and the drying of damaged goods 
Hue, the Chinese traveller, gives auhffercnt account, be states that the Portuguese were allowed 
to settle l)j tlio Etnpcror, in leturn for the signal service of capturing ft famous pir tfo who had 
long ravaged the coasts From an lmtnble beginning, the settlement gradually arose to an 
imposing position as a commercial plaeo, for which it was greath indebted to the monopoly it 
enjo) ed of eastern commerce It lms, however, declined, nntl is now a place of very inconsiderable 
importance and "trade The town is ed uftted upon a peninsula at the southward of the island 
of Macao * - 

It insufficiently picturesque in appearance, limit as it is upon the acclivities of the 
rising ground about the harbor, with its gar looking white houses, which overhang the terraces 
that hound the shore and look out upon the sea The bouses of the old merchants though 
they now Icnr some appearance of neglect, yet attest, by the spaciousness of the apartments 
and the liixuriou«ne*s of their appointments, the former opulence of the Portuguese traders* 
The pleasant walks about the circuit of the neigliWing hills and the Praya invite, tlio visitor 
to strengthen himself in cheerful exercise The dull look of the place is somewhat relieved 
in tho summer time, when the foreign residents of Canton and Hong Kong resort there to 
Imtlu. m the waters of Bishop s Hi), and to recreate in tlio enjoyment of the healthful sea ftir 
of the place *■

accordingly returned to the shore Tlier hal, no doubt, been sent to rani c observations, and, 
Without committal, to ascertain what tbiy could of the strangers that the policy and treatment 
of the authouties of the island might he shaped according to circumstances 
Scarcely had they gone before Dr Bettclheira came on board in a native boat, and such were 
the relations la winch he stood to the islanders that ho hailed the arrival of the squadron with 
delight, and manifested no little excitement of manner He was conducted to the Commodore s 
cabin, where he remained for two or three hours , and m the course of the interview it appeared 
that be bad never heard even of the intendel American expedition, that a year and a half had

VISIT OF THE EE W CHEW DIGNITARIES ON BOARD 165 

On the 30th, it -was rumored on hoard thdfc some of the principal authorities on shore Intended 
on that day to visit the Susquehannah Mr ‘Williams, the interpreter, came on board and 
took up permanently his quarters in the ship, arid a "boat was dispatched for Dr Bettelheim, 
to be present on the occasion 

Qs the preceding day, Lieutenant Contee and Mr Williams went on shore to pay a visit to 
the then supposed governor of Nnphi, since aserfained to be the mayor They were received 
m a yery polite and friendly manner , though the mayor expressed lus deep sense of mortifica 
tion that Ins presents had heen refused Lieutenant Contee explained that it was the uniform 
practice of our government not to accept snch presents for her ships, and that (in consequence 
of our custom) the offering of them not unfrequently subjected the commander and officers to 
mortification, as their refusal seemed like an ungrateful return for offered courtesy, and that in 
this case no disrespect was intended 

• About one o clock, a very ordinary native barge, containing the Lew Chew dignitaries, came 
alongside The marines were in uniform, and every preparation had heen made on board to 
show them respect and produce impressive effect One of the inferior officers came first up the 
gangway with the card of his superior, which Mr Williams the interpreter, received and read, 
the officer then returned, and the regent of the kingdom of Lew Chew, a venerable old man, in 
a feu minutes appeared, supported by two of his officers Captains Buchanan and Adams 
received him at the gangway, and were saluted by the regent after the fashion of his country 
His hands were joined upon his breast, while his body and knee3 were bent very profoundly, and 
his head was slightly turned away from the person he addressed The prince, it was said, was 
a lad of eleven years old, and was represented to be ill Th« old gentleman acted as regent for 
him Six or eight other officers and some dozen subordinates followed the regent to the deck 
A salute of three guns was then fired, which so startled some of the Lew Chew officers that they 
dropped upon tlieir knees 

One of the most striking features in the visitors was their general imperturbable gravity It 
was* indeed plain that they had intense cariosity, not unmingled with considerable alarm , but 
they were careful to j reserve the most dignified demeanor They were conducted to the 
captain 8 cabin, and thence shown over the ship They observed every thing with great gravity, 
but when they reached the ponderous engine, their assumed indifference wo3 fairly overcome, 
and it was evident that they were conscious of having encountered in it something very far 
beyond their comprehension They were much quicker of perception, however, than the Chinese, 
as well as more agreeable in features, and much more neat and tidy in apparel 

Up to this time they had not seen the Commodore He hod remained secluded in solitary 
dignity, In lus own cabin It was not meet that he should be made too common to the eyes of 
tho vulgar All this, of course, was mere matter of policy for the tuno being as the Commodore 

was no very unusual sight to the officers and men of the squadron The visitors were, however, 
informed that they were now to bo conducted into his presence, and were accordingly taken to 
his cabin Just ns the regent reached the head of tho steps the hand struck up a lively air , 
hut the dignified old man passed on withont even casting an eve on the musicians To him it 
was doubtless a Bolemn occasion The Commodore received and entertained his guests most 
handsomely, on 1 during the interview of on honrond a half between himself and the regent 
assurances of amity and good will were exchanged between the parties On the retirement of 
the regent he was escorted with great respect to the ship s stde, and on his depai^ure received 
honors similar to those that had been tendered on his arrival #

long, narrow boats, of the kind called ‘centipcdo’ at Hong Kong, designed for public festivals 
"While we sat down upon them to rest, quite a crow d of natives gathered about us, and soon 
became familiar, though respectful m their demeanour They were very neatly dressed in gra6a- 
cloth robes of n blue or salmon color, xind (perhaps by contrast with the filth} Chinese) seemed 
to me the cleanest peisons I had ever seen The street vendors had not had time to get out of 
our way, and they sat be?ide their piles of coarse cheese-cakes There w ere some women among 
them, but they were all old and hideously ugly The costume of the female docs not differ from 
that of the males, but they are distinguished by having a single instead of a double hair pm ” 
On the 30th of Hay, the party ordered to explore the interior of the island, and its eastern 
coast, set out for the performance of that duty It consisted of twelve persons — four officers, 
four of the crew, and four Chinese coolies From the Susquchanua were sent Hr Taylor and 
Hr Heino, and from the Mississippi the Itev Mr Jones, chaplain, and Hr Lynnh, assistant 
surgeon The Command of the expedition was gi\ cn to Mr Jones, w ho was directed particularly 
to observe the geology of the lelancl , as, if it contained coal, it was a most important character- 
4 shc Mr Taj lor was ordered lo take notes, and write out a detailed account of the journey 
It was supposed the duty would occupy fhc or six days, and accordingly the expedition was 
furnished with provisions for that pctiod, and with a tent The men were armed with cutlasses 
and carbines, and tea rounds of hall cartridges each It was not, howeser, supposed that 
there would ho necl of a resort to force on any occasion, still, it was deemed prudent lo let 
the natn es see the powur of the party to deknd itself, and beside, guns and •munition were 
required for tho purpose of procuring birds and animals s

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tho bar, and we walked, for two hours, in deep sand and crushed shells, around curve and head- 
land It was very toilsomo work, v specialty ns the glare of the sand struck directly in our 
faces Tho beach was narrow and bordered with thick hedges of tho panda mis, the fruit of 
which resembles that of the pine apple The mountains on our loft were wild and uncultivated 
There were occasional paths striking up their sides , but, although the comjnss told us thatythe 
shore path led n t out of our true course, tho guide lefusul to take am of them At the end of 
two hours wc reached a largo Milage, where the guide., who had followed us from “Tsitza, 
levied a substitute and turned back A two-masted junk, of tlnrtv or forty tons burden, hv at 
anchor in a cove near tins place e were now approaching tho northern extremity of Barlow s 
Bo> , and had a full view of the long headland south of it, anil tho four islands which lie, like a 
breakwater, across its mouth The ba\ appeared to he extremely shallow, except near the 
entrance , and I doubt whether it would be of much value, as a harbor, for shipping of large size 
The path, finally, turned off to the north, up a steep lull, which biought us upon a rolling 
upland, covered with abundance of wood The mountains we had passed exhibited an outline 
similar to tho Catskills, and there was nothing in the scenerj to remind ns of the mcim tv of the 
tropics We presentlj entered a fine, broad avenue of pines, at the extremity of winch appeared 
a handsome house, with a tiled roof Our native conductors passed on into some bamboo arches, 
which denoted a village beyond, but I slipped suddenly into the open entranco and found a 
spacious house in the midst of a garden, with a small Buddhist temple beside it Quick as my 
motions had been, the mats were already let down before all the doors, and nobody was to bo 
seen Before the house was a plant about ten feet high, with large scarlet panicles of flowers 
I had barely time to break off a cluster when one of our officers came hurrying up and urged 
me, by signs and words, to leave, saying that the Bunyo, or Governor, as he designated Mr 
Jones, had gone on I, therefore, followed him through the village to a Cung qua which was 
larger and finer than any we had yet seen It was like an elegant private residence, having a 
garden, enclosed by a square, clipped hedge of jessamine, and a separate establishment for 
servants and attendants There were rows of chrysanthemums (a flower much esteemed by tho 
Japanese) and two peach trees in the garden, besides a stout camellia, clipped into a fanciful 
shape We installed onrselves in the chief apartment, on the soft matting, while the Pe-cliing 
and Ins tram took the other building The only supplies we could procure were raw salt fish and 
sweet potatoes, with Borne roots of a native onion, pickled in salt Neither fowls nor eggs could 
be found Tbe natives gave the name of tho village ns “Ching, ' which, being a Chinese word, 
is evidently incorrect , but we could get no other The.paper screens between tho rooms were 
removed on our arrival, tea was brought in, and the natives busied themselves to make us com 
fortable , but tbe same unrelaxing espionage, as at “Missil yn,' was kept up through the whole 
night Again camp-fires were km lied and guards posted around us, while crow ds of curious 
natives peeped from behind the bushes and walls to gratify their desire of seeing ns Mr 
Heine, who had the first watch, went out to the camp fire, showed the people his watch, and 
other curiosities, and soon had a large crowd of villagers gathered about him , but one of the 
officers making his appearance, a single word of command scattered them in all directions, and 
thej did not return again In the evening I offered a handful of cash to one of tho hoys who 
had aceoin] anted us from Nnplia He refused it very earnestly, as there were two other Ik»s 
stan Imp near, but, watching an opportunitv, when he was alone, I offered it again, when ho 
immediately accepted it, with gestures expressive of lus thanks 
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hut he came up after au lurnr, anil set limine] f to work with great good humor to supply our 
•want* In order to shield themselves from the heat of the sun, some of his attendants had tied 
banana leaves around their heads, and the} all complained of fitiguc 

"Wo left Nv kiuntna, as the village was called, alout half past two At this, the most 
northern point we reached, we could not hare leen more than eight or niuc miles distant from 
Fort Melville The intervening land was low, and another day would ha\e enabled us to 
teach the head of that liarhor Tlic native oflieials explained to us !>} signs and by tracing 
lines on the sand, that the roid to Shcildi lay along the hcacli, and that there was a Cung qua 
•about 20 ?i distant We tramped along sand} beaches and over stonv headlands, following the 
general course of the bIioto, and never diverging far from it Tho bav, or bight, marked with 
numerous abrupt indentations, presented some fine hold outlines of shore Off tho many 
inferior promontories la\ rock} islets, covered with rich vegetation The wooded mountains on 
our left were the same which we had skirted the dav previous on the northern side of Barrow s 
Bay The lower slopes on this side were partially cultivated, hut the principal thoroughfare of 
the island, which wc wpre following, kept near the sea, and often ran for half a mile through 
deep sand and shells The scenery was cxtrunelv picturesque, reminding me of the coast of 
Sicily Inside ot tlic Sugar JLoaf we espied two small boats, witblng sails of white canvass, 
which the men declared were our ship s boat*, but this has since proved to be a mistal e 

Notwithstanding the sultn "heat of the afternoon, the Lew Clicw coolies kept pace with us, 
under their heavy loads, while our Iazv and complaining Chinamen lagged behind These 
coolies were mostly boys, from twelve to sixteen years of age I noticed as a curious fact that, 
in spite of the lieavv loads they earned, and the rough b} ways we frequently obliged them to 
take, the} never pen>pirecl in the least, nor partook of a drop of water, cion in the greatest 
heat They were models of cheerfulness, alacrity, and endurance, always m readiness, and 
never, bj look or word, evincing tho least dissatisfaction Our official conductors drank hut 
two or three times of water during the whole journey Tea appears to be tho universal 
beverage of refreshment It was alwavs brought to us whenever we halted, and frequently 
offered to Mr Jones, as the head of the party, in passing through villages Once, at an 
humble fisherman s village, when we asked for mia, wluch signifies cold water, they brojight 
us a pot of hot water, which they call yw, and were much surprised when we refused to drink it. 

After a march of ten miles along the picturesque shore, wc reached one of the loveliest spots 
on the island It was a village perched on a hold promontory, overgrown with the pine, hanyan 
and sago palm, at the mouth of a clnrmmg vallev which opened up between the hills to the 
base of the lofty peak behind Barrow s Bay A stream of sv\ ect water threaded the valley, which 
was covexed with the freshest verdure, and overhung with beautiful groves of pme It was a 
picture of pastoral loveliness, such as is rarely found in any country Nb thing struck me more 
during the journey than the great variety of scenery which the island encloses m its narrow 
compass Wc parsed through, at least, four different districts, which bore but the slightest 
resemblance to each other either in features or character We had both the groves of the 
tropics and the wild woods of the north , the valleys of Germany and the warm shores of the 
Mediterranean 

The village was laTge, thriving, and as neatly laid out and hedged in as an English gardes 
The scrupulous neatness and regularity of the Lew Chew villages was doubly refreshing to on 
familnr with the squalor and filth of Chtna Tfio Bight of the Cttng qua, wh.ch occupied tC 
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I’ 1 "'* of nt 1,10 l0 P of promontory, completed mtr raptures. Its roof of red tiles 

glittered in tlic sun; a rotv of feathery sago palms threw their brilliant leaves over the wall of 
the enclosure; the whitest and softest of mats covered the floor; the garden blazed with a 
profusion of .scarlet flowers; anil stone basins, seated on pedestnls, contained fresh water for oar 
use. Its aspect 0 r comfort and repose was a halm to travellers ns weary ns ourselves, .end I 
directed Terry at once to hoist tho stars and stripes upon the roof. I hastened bach to make a 
sketch of the beautiful valley before sunset, while Hr. Heine occupied himself with a victwof tbo 
Cung-qud. A venerable old man, with n snowy beard reaching nearly to la’s knees, approached 
the bank where I tat, but upon noticing mo, made a profound yet dignified reverence and retired. 1 
The village was named Un-IU. Wo had not yet reached the region of fowls, but the people 
sent ns two small fresh fish, with a pumpkin and some cucumbers. Our own stores were quite 
low, both sugar and pork having been exhausted, so that we had nothing left but tea, coffee and 
ship biscuit. 


The natives kindled a fire inside the grounds of tho Cnng-qim, and half a dozen of them sat 
around it all night. The morning was dull, and a rap of mist on the mountain threatened rain. 
A hath in the sea before Min rise refreshed ns for the day’s march. For our breakfast there were 
sent two long, eel-like fish, resembling the gar, a few yonng egg-plants, two gourd? and n 
basket of sweet potatoes So much time was occupied in cooking and consuming these delicacies, 
that we dKl not get under way before 8 o’clock. Another consultation was held with our 
attendants, who declared that ghendi was 90 U distant, and that it would require three days for 
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ns to reach Napha , this did not correspond with onr own ideas of our position, and we deter 
mined to attempt reaching Kapha the next evening, as we had been ordered 
"We passed through the village of Ufi fin, and over the headland to a deep hay The tulc was 
running out, and instead of wailing through the sand around its entire curve, we made a straight 
linej&r the opposite shore, tramping through water two or three inches deep over leds of 
decomposing coral "We had proceeded along the shore for an hour and a half, when A “thing, 
one of the Chinese coolies, fell sick in consequence, as it afterwards appeared, of drinking 
sack.ee, and eating green peaches His load was given to the Lew Chew coolies, and he obtained 
a temporary relief hj punching his throat, in three places, so i mlcntly as to produce an extra 
vasation of blood Counter irritation is the usual Chinese remedy for all ailments, and it is 
frequently very efficacious We were near a fishing village, and ilr Jones endeavored to obtain 
a canoe, in which to send botli our Chinamen back to the vessel The Pe-ching begged him to 
give up the idea, since one of the native officers would he obliged to accompany them, and fhej 
all fi.ared to trust themselrcs in the frail craft They brought a foxgoo, or rude sedan, in which 
they offered to have the man conveyed to Kapha, but he was better by this time and declared 
himself able to procee 1 on foot The officers expressed the greatest satisfaction when the) found 
that none of them would lie required to return in the ennoo 
In the meantime the rest of us had pushed forward with the baggage The morning was 
■verv hot, the glare from tlio white beach sand struck m our faces, and we began to tiro of an 
endless tramp around cove after core, and headland after heidland Wo were now, as wo 
calculated, opposite the head of Barrow s Bay, and Slieudi was almost m a due soutlicrlv direc 
tion, yet the road still clung to the coast, as if intent on carrying us to the extreme jr int of 
Cape Broughton, thus grcatl) lengthening onr journe) , besides which, our orders were t > return 
through the centre of the island In answer to nil our inquiries, the native officers anl guides 
pointed along the shore, and were cxtremcl) anxious to j revent our taking am inland paths 
This excited our suspicion, and we imagined their object to he to prevent our seeing the interior 
Fmallj, coming to a well trodden path, which struck off up the lulls, we shut our ears to all 
remonstrance ftrnl took it In a short time it brought i is to a handsome village, shaded not 
only with bamboo, lilt with splendid banvnti trees Bcvond it there Was a deep ravine, with ft 
famtT) marked foot path leading to some water at the bottom Again tlio natives entreated us 
to take a path which plainly led to the shore They pointed, to the gorge, crving “m 
intimating that tlio path went no further than the water Nevertheless, seeing traces of a j itli 
on the opposite suit, we descended, followed h) tlio unwilling officers and coolies The j ool of 
water which supplied the village was shfllcd b) tlio largest pines I saw on the island They 
were TO or SO tcet in height, whereas the average is not more than 40 feet 

Our sus|icions did injo«(ic<_ to the natives for we som /bund that they had our convenience 
m view Our path struck into a side-branch of the ratine, which, though not more than twenty 
feet wide was a nce-swump at tin bottom The si lea were nearlr perpendicular walls of earth 
and loo«e rocks, po that we were obliged to j lunge up to the knees in mud One of the rutn 
Smith, sank so deep that it required the strength of three nativis to extricate him \\ hen at 
list we reached the top of the hill, wo found it covered with waste thickets, and no path to he 
seen excel 1 one on an 0 PP° ,lt0 height, winch we reached with some trouble The path an old 
and unused one, led us link to the beach, which it now seemed impo«sil le to leave The cooltcs 
who ha t hail a hard tug to get through the ncoswamp, took the whole mattef very good 
bamofrilj-, oBccr, hash'd « I thought, -nh a io-t of raoliciooj pleunre «t oor , 1,5 
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comfituro Tlic walk over the wluto sand was doubly fatiguing after this, and on the arrival of 
Mr .Tones wo determined again to make for the interior, especially ns wo had reached the head 
of the last pm c, whctico the coast appeared to run almost due westward^ to Cape Brough t on 
Mr Jones and Dr L> nnh, with the men Dm is and Smith, took a foot path leading southward 
into the mountains, and after proceeding a little further along the coast I followed therewith 
thewamon Mifehtll Mr Heine, with Terry and the Lew Chow cool res, still 1 opt the sl i0re 
*\Ve (Mitchell and I) reached with great difficulty the path taken by the first party It ascended 
steeply through pine forests, alternating with dense eopsewood, for about two miles, till we 
gained the summit of the ridge The whole expanse of Barrow a Bar came full into view to th<5 
eastward, while to the Bouth wo looked beyond the promonton we lmd been doubling *0 tediously, 
and saw the same deep cove we had beheld three days before from the top of Banner Bod p„t 
all tlic interior of the island was still a wilderness, and for ten miles in advance stretched an 
nnbrol on forest Our path did not appear to have been much travelled— other small paths 
branched from it, but the partr in advance had broken off boughs and left them as guides for HS 
I was much spent with the heat and the exertion of climbing so rapidly, and after drinking ou t 
of a muddy hole filled with leaves, felt an attack of mingled heat and cold, with an oppression 
of the heart, winch took away all my strength Wc saw the other party -on the fop of a hin-j, 
peak ahead of us lhe path crossed a ledge qs narrow as a wall, with deep gnlft on cadi si*j e 
and theu ascended a rocky ladder, the steepness of which took away what # IittIo strength I h a d 
remaining — I was obliged to lie down for somo time before IxOald proceed further A rai n 
cloud coming np rapidly over Barrow s Bay admonished us to leave our loftv lool out The paty 
] ept on southward through imlcs*of wilderness, but tbe natives who had nccompmied us pointy 
to another, which led bade almost the way we came, and which they said would bring us to a 
Cuug-qua As thero were no signs of tbe baggage, we were thus under tbe neces«itv of retracing' 
our steps almost to tbe shore On our way we passed through a singular gorge, winch w<t 8 
closed up, in its narrowest part, by fragments hurled from above by some convulsion of nature 
The stream flowing pt the bottom disappeared for about fifty yards, when it again issued to th 0 
light through a cavernous opening „ 

A ram now came on, which continued for two or three hours, and made the road slippery nntl 
Amkinmr TKf jnwwa? Jdvmig'.b .vAlsAa jmmftntaaljy jutnatfid -in .a .wnndnd gdaty .and swr> 
uplands, covered with groves of pine, the path gradually swerving to the south, till it finally- 
struck directly across tin promontory. A great part of the way was a waste of wild thickets, 
with marshy hollows between the lulls We saw, several tunes, the tracks of wild boar, which 
the natives assured us were abundant , hut wo were not so fortunate as to get a sight of one 
There were no traces of our baggage until we found the Pe-ching, and two other natives, 
crouching under a hush to keep out of the ram and smoking their pipes Finally, about half 
past two, ve heard the report, of fire-arms, and soon after reached the Cung-<piA of “Chanda 
losa,” where SI Heme and the coolies had already been waiting seme time for us We wero 
uncertain whether the building was a bona fide Cung-quA or the residence of a bunyo, or officer, 
for it was occupied, when Mr Heme arrived, by a ptr&onagc of some kind with his attendants 
but immediately given up for our use There was a crow d of at least a bun Ircd natives collected 
within the enclosure and lool mg on, with great astonishment, while Mr Heine fire 1 at a mark 
Wliat seemed most to interest them, next to tlic accuracy of his aim, was the fact of the piece 
exj loding Without the application of fire, (nothing but Japanese matchlocks over being seen on 
‘the island,) and its being loaded at the breech Thcv appeared familiar with the nature of 
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gunpowder, and the use of our cutlasses , hut during: our journey we never saw a single weapon 
of ally kind There is said to he a ^ninll garrison of Japanese soldiers, both at Jvaplia and 
Sheudi, hut, if so, the) Mere carefully kept out of the war 
Th^re-cliing, who soon afterwards nine up, informed us that we had come 30 U, and that 
fchendi was still TO li distant, and we could not roach it on the following day Learning, 
however, that there was another Cung qua 20 U further, we decided to rest an hour or two, and 
pu<di on to it the same c\cmng The pcojlc brought two fowls, with abundance of eggs and 
Cucumbers, and, liungn and tired ns we were, wt mall a most palatable meal 

TVe left again at half part four 5 he road was broad, well beaten, and ebadeJ by a double 
road of pine trees It ran in a southeastern direction, parallel with the const, and about two 
miles inland The countr) continued oj on, slightly undulating, and pleasantly diversified with 
groves of pint for four miles, when we came suddenly upon a deep glen, traversed b) much the 
largest stream we bad seen upon the island The road crossed by a massive stone bridge, of 
three arches, remarkable for the bizc and rude strength of the piers, each of which bad, on the 
inner sule,*m order to protect it from floods, a triangular abutment, projecting ten or twelve 
feet The sides of the glen were nearly perpendicular, and covered with wild and luxuriant 
vegetation Towards the sia, under n range of broken limestone crags that hung high over the 
Btream, were several ancient cxcav ated tombs A spring of excellent water gurtied out from the 
foot of one of these crags Ifr Heine took a sketch of the place, which was remarkable for its 
seclusion and picturesque beaut\ The native* called the stream the u t i ija ’ 

On reaching a height overlooking the bcq, we were agreeably surprised with the sight of the 
squadron, lying off the furthest point to the southwest, and between fifteen and twenty miles 
distant, in a straight hue This encouraged us to believe that we could reach Xapha at the 
time appointed, and we pushed on rapidly and cheerily, for it was now growing dark, and no 
appearance of the Cung qua The road approached the shore, and became a raised causeway, 
passing through rich rice swamps The natives whom we met m the dusk of the evening took 
to flight on seeing us At last, nt h ilf p ist seven, wear) and spent with a tramp of twenty 
seven miles, the native herald wlio ran before Us turned into a gateway, over which towered a 
magnificent banyan tree TiYe followed, and discharged our pieces in a general fen-dt, jote, on 
seeing a Cung qua with the lamps lighted, attendants waiting with their trays of tea-enps, and 
a polite old gentleman standing in the verandah to receive ns .The Lew Chew mats were never 
so soft, nor the caps of unsngnred native tea so refreshing, as on that evening Eggs, cucnm 
hers, rice, and fowls were immediately forthcoming, and our men concocted a soup which, to our 
xmrnls, couM not have been improved The old Pc-ching made his appearance at a late hour 
nearly as fatigued as ourselves, hut overflowing with cordiality and good humor A compan) 
of native guards kindled a fire under the banyan tree, and j repared to spend the ni<»ht there 
Our men were “o fatigued that, in anticipation of another hard journey on the morrow we dis 
pensed with the Usual watch It was the le«a important, as we had found the native guard 
exceedingly Vigilant in keeping away all stragglers from our vicmitv The light of the ruddy- 
camp-fire, playing over the spreading boughs of the banyan tree, brought into stron<* relief the 
groups of swarthy faces clustered around it, and presented a picture so fantastic and peculiar 
that I eat looking at it long after 1 ought to have been asleep 
The Bound of ram upon the tiles of our Cung-qua awoke us frequently during the fuoht and 
when we arose at daybreak the skv was overcast, the roads flooded, and a steady dismal st 

had set in The Fo-ching and his associates Wi«hed us to star nt “ T». „ 0I7n 

* 1 no, as tne Cung-qua 
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ttis called, until tKo next day, slapping their legs to indicate how tired they were, and making 
signs of slipping up and falling down in the mud But we were inexorable, and they sent for 
a non set of coolies to carry our baggage Wc bad another discussion about the distance, vfbich 
ended in their declaring that SUcudi was G5 it and Napha 30 it distant This was absurd, and 
probably ought to he attributed to the ignorance of the Chinese, through whom w e commumc^ed 
with them The coolies prepared themseli cs for the rain by putting on shaggy jackets of grass, 
resembling the sheep skm garments of the Boman herdsmen Our men had their pea jack'd 9 * 
and wo -acre partially protected by ponchos of gutta percha and oilcloth "We were delayed in 
getting bieakfast, and did not break up our camp until half past nine, when wc set out, every 
body stiff and sore from the previous day s tra\ el The ram w as still falling, though n<?t so 
heavilj as at first, and the road was an alternation of water and stiff mud, through which wo 
trudged with difficulty, and at the risk of leaving our boots behind us After rounding the 
head of the bight, we struck off over the hills to the southwest, and m an hour and a half C' im ® 
upon another deep glen, in the bottom of which were two massive bridges over a stream 60 
broad and deep that it was doubtless a frith of the sea We stopped an hour to rest and enable 
Mr Heme to take a sketch of the place I noticed that the heavy triangular abutments to the 
piers w cro here placed on the side next the sea The natives gave the glen, or river, the name 
of “Machmatoo 

The ram had ceased by this time, except an occasional sprinkle, anti the road improved 
After another hour the roads branched, that on the left stril mg off up the hills to Sheudi Wo 
1 ept on over the hills tow ards Kapha the scenery gradually assuming a familiar appearance, 
till finally, from a height covered with pine trees, we lool ed down npon the harbor and the 
American squadron After fording a broad 6alt creek, and crossing another ridge, we descended 
to tlio village of Tutnd, opposite Kapha Wo reached our starting point, the house of Dr 
Bcttellicim, at 2 p m , aud there took leave of our worthy Fc clung and his two assistants, 
after having appointed a time to meet them again, and endeavor to return some compensation 
for the provision furnished during the journey 

The distance we travelled during the six days was 103 miles, as nearly as wc could calculate 
Our trip embraced a little more than half the island, leaving the extremity south of KapliA, 
(wluch is of limited extent,) and that part north of the head of Port Melville, and lying on both 
sides of that harbor, for futuro exploration * «. 

On the return of tho party Mr Jones submitted the following report to the Commodore 
of his ohscr\ ations 

“Before describing the ancient royal castle of Chun Clung, which wc discovered m our recent 
exploration of Tew Chew, it may be well to saj a few words about _tho geology of the island, a* 
the two are connected with eaclt other # 

Going northward from Kapha we find the general surface rock to be argillaceous, eithcf 
contact or shaty, winch is intersected, at frequent intervals, by djl es or rulgis of pecondnr/ 
limestone, of a very remarkable character When we get ns high up as Barrow e Bay th«? 
nrgillaccous rock ceases, and is succeeded by tnlcosc elate, m which, however, the same l»me*to»<> 
dvl e*s i ccur At the most northern point reached bj us, that is, at tho village of Kacuminn, on 
the west side of the island, sty forty two miles north of Kapha, wo reached granite, rising thcro

There is an al midancc of excellent green turtle, of which the ships obtained large suppluH, 
thgre are also ylcnty of Cray fish The varieties of tho testacea are numerous, Lut*bo»c 
that waa observed of any rarity, nnd none edible except the chnma gigas, which, however, is 
very tough nnd indigestible The fimily of the Crustacea is very extensive, of which tho land 
crab forms the chief part and which exists in cveiy variety of size, form, and color, one of the 
most abounding is that Vrluch is commonly known os tLo “pirate This animal can bo seen 
in every direction near tl o chore, travelling about with its odd looking domicil upon its bad , 
which it seems to have got possession of Tather by chance than fiom choice The “pirate ' bus 
no home of its own, but appropriates, whence its name, tb it which belongs to others It 1 as a 
decided preference fir the shells of the bueema, mures, nnd bulla, winch have the comfortable 
proportions of an inch and a half or so m length but if such desirable quarters should, 1 v any

Tho third day of the v oj ago, being the fourth day of July, 1853, brought with it a liv cly remem- 
hranco of home, as it was tho seventy seventh anniversary of our natioual holiday The day 
opened fresh and pleasant, and tho men were prepared to get up soma amateur theatricals, and 
otherwise to celebrate tho occasion , hut the weather becoming unfavorable, aqd other circinn 
stances interfering, it was deemed advisable) much to the disappointment of tho sailors, to 
dispense with the show by winch they had intended to give exhibition to their patriotism The 
occasion, however, was duly honored by the firing of a salute of seventeen guns from each vessel 
of the squadron, and by the scrv ing of nn additional ration of grog to J ick, while the ofheers 
brought to bear also tho resources of their various messes, to give due enjoyment and unpres 
siveness to the day All on board were allowed to feel that it was a holiday, in a respite from 
the usual muster nt general quarters and exercises at the great guns and small arms, which had 
been kcj t up during tho passage with great strictness and regularity, m order that tho squadron 
might bo prepared for any event on*ita arrival at Japan 

The weather, although generally warm, varied, and thus, while some days were excessively 
hot and oppressive, others were tolerably cool and pleasant Tho winds occasionally blew with 
considerable freshness, and mostly from the east, but frequently there was hardly a breath of «* r 
to bo felt, and, consequently, with a temperature which reached 8S° in the coolest plate on deck, 
all on board suffered greatly from the intense heat And, indeed, tho still heat and clear 
atmospliero winch weie experienced, even on a close approach to tho shores of Japan, did wot 
seem to confirm what has been said, and what wgs expected, of the cool and foggy climate o 
that country „ 

At sunset on. Thursday, tho 7th of July, the squadron was, according to observation, about 
forty miles from Capo Ifcgatsuo, or Idsu, as it is otherwise called In consequence of this 
proximity, the heads of the ships were put off shore from midnight until four o clock next 
morning, when, not only the cape was seen from tho masthead, hut several of the islands to

that they wore government vessels of some kind The coasting vessels increased in numbers 
within the hay, and were sometimes so near that their construction and rig could bo plainly 
made out Their hulls roso forward m a high beaked prow, and aft, in a lofty poop, while < l 
Binglo mast, secured by fore and back stays, rose lrom the centre of the vessel and was rigg e< l 
with a large square sail made of cans as, there wero three other smaller sails, two at tho how 
and one at the stem 

On passing Cape Sagaou, at tho entrance of the hay, tho shorts wero observed to rise m 
precipitous cliffs, winch connected landward with undulating hills Deep ratines, green with 
rich \erdurc, divided tho steep slopes and opened into sm ill expanses of nlluwal laud, washed 
by the waters of tho bay into tlit form of inlets, about the borders of which were grouped various 
Japanese villages The uplands wero beautifully varied with cultn itcd fields ami tufted woods, 
while far behind rose tho mountains, height upou height, in the inland distance The entranco 
to the bay seemed well fortified, and the lulls and projecting headlands of Sagami were 
formidable with forts, tho guns of which, however, were silent; notwithstanding tho threatening 
entrance of the strange Bhips The distant shores of the province of Awa, on the cast, rising 
opposite to Sagann in a lofty peak, and stretching beyond m picturesquo summits, was still 
more mountainous and bore fewer, marks of cultivation and a less formidable appearance, being 
apparently destitute of fortifications As tlio squadron passed through the straits into the inner 
bay of Uraga the numerous fishing boats burned out of tho way, aud their crews, when they 
fancied themselv a at a sufficiently safe distance, rested upon then: oars and gazed with »n 
anxious look at th-> strangers 

At about five o clock in the afternoon the squadron camo to anchor off the city of TJraga, on 
the western side of the bay of Yedo, the sloops of war (the wind being favorable) having been 
cast loose a little while previous, and the four vessels took up their positions, as had been 
directed, opposite the’shorc Just before letting go the anchors the weather cleared up, and 


the lofty cone of Tusi was more distinctly visible, showing high above the accompanying range 
of mountains which extend inland It was estimated to bo eight or ten thousand feet m height, 
and its position "W -JN from Uraga, at a distance of fifty or sixty miles As tho ships proceeded 
to their anchorage the lead was kept going eiery moment, and as a constant depth of twenty- 
five fathoms was found the vessels kept on, their headway, rounding, at moderate speed, tho

expect any interference, although every precaution had been taken , the ships had quite a warliko 
aspect, with sentinels stationed fore and aft and upon tho gangways at tho sides, with a pile of 
round shot and four stands of grape at each gun, muskets stacked on the quarter deck, and boats 
provided with carbines, pistols, cutlasses and other necessaries for service 


An interesting meteorological phenomenon was obserred in the course of the night by 
Lieutenant Duer, in command of the watch, who describes it as a remarkable meteor seen from 
midnight until four o clock m tho morning It made its appearance m the southward aud

In answer to this, the governor said that ho would return to the city and send a communi- 
cation to Ycdo, asking for further instructions, and he added that it would take four days to 
obtain a reply. One hour’s steaming would hare taken the ships in sight of Ycdo, and so the 
governor was informed that tho Commodore would wait three days only, (until Tuesday, the 
12th,) when a definite answer would be expected.* 

A boat had been sent at daylight from each ship of tho squadron to survey the bay <md 
harbor of Uraga. The governor, on observing these boats, inquired what they were doing, Und 
when he was told that they were surveying tho harbor, ho said it was against tho Japanese 
law s to allow of such examinations; to which ho received for reply, that tho American laws 
command them, and that Americans were as much bouud to obey the American as ho was tho 
Japanese laws. “This,” remarks tho Commodore, " was a second and most important point 
gained.” During all tho questions and answers the interpreter had out his tablets, and Was 
luiby taking notes, and if all the importunate inquiries of tho governor had been responded to, 
his reporter would have enjoyed no sinecure. 

At the interview, the original letter of the President, together with the Commodore's letter 
of credence, encased in tho magnificent boxes winch hud been prcpaicd in Washington, w C ro 
shown to his excellency, who was evidently greatly impressed with their exquisite workmanship 
and costliness ; and he niado nn offer for tho first time of water and refreshments, hut was told 
that tho squadron was in no need of anything.

The Commodore had, previously to the arriral of the governor, written the following letter to 
the Emperor. 

‘^United States Steam Frigate Susquehanna, 

Uia<ja, July 12, 1852. 

“The Commandei-m-chief of the United States naval forces in these seas, being invested with 
full powers to negotiate treaties, is desirons of conferring with one of the highest officers of the 
Empire of Japan, in view of making arrangements for the presentation of the original of hi3 
letter of credence, as also the original of a letter with which he is charged, addressed to his 
Imperial Majesty by the President of the United States. 

“It is hoped that an early day will be appointed for the proposed interview. 

“To his Imperial Majesty the EiirEaoa op Japan.” 


The governor’s first statement was to the cficct that there liad been a misapprehension as to 
the delivery of the translations of the papers before the originals hod been leoeived. Although 
the Commodore was certain that there had been no such misunderstanding, nevertheless ho, on 
the second interview in the course of the afternoon, consented, alter much discussion, to deliver 
the translations and originals, as also a letter from himself to the Emperor, at the same time, 
provided the latter should appoint a suitable officer to receive them directly from the hands of 
the Commodore, who repeated that ho would consent to present them to no other than a Japaneso 
dignitary of tlic highest rank. The governor then said that a building would he erected on 
shore for the reception of the Commodoro and his suite, and that a high official personage, 
specially appointed by the Emperor, would bo in attendance to receive tho letters. He, however, 
added that no answer would ho giicn in tho hay of Yodo, hut that it would ho transmitted to 
Nagasaki, through tho Dutch or Chineso superintendents. This being reported to tho Commo- 
dore, ho *™to tho following memorandum and directed it to be translated into Dutch, and fully 
explained to the governer. 

"Tho Commander-in-chief will not go to Nagasaki, and mil reooivo no communication

Though always preserving a certain gentlemanly aplomb and that self-cultivated manner 
which bespeaks high breeding, these Japanese dignitaries were deposed to ho quite social,. and 
shared freely and gaily in conversation Nor did tlicir knowledge and general information fall 
short of their elegance of manners aud amiubility of disposition They were not only well bred, 

but not ill-educated, as they wero proficients in the Dutch, Chinese, and Japanese languages, 
and not unacquainted with tho gcnoral principles of scicnco and of tho facts of tho geography of 
tho world When a terrestrial globe was placed before them, and their attention was called to 
tho delineation on it of the United States, they immediately placed thur fingers ou Washington 
and New York, os if perfectly fa unbar with tho fact that one was the capital, aud the other the

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Tho "boats skimmed briskly over the smooth waters ", for such was tho 'skill and consequent 
lapidity of tlvo Japanese scullers that our sturdy oarsmen were put to their mettle to keep tip 
with their guides. "When the boats had reached half way to tho shoro tho thirteen guns of tho 
Susquehanna began to boom away and re-echo among the hills. This announced the departure 
of tlio Commodore who, stepping into his barge, was rowed off to the land. , , 

The guides in the Japanese boats pointed to the landing place toward the centre of the curved 
shore, where a temporary wharf had been built out from the beach by means of bags of sand 
and straw. The advance boat soon touched the spot, and Captain Buchanan, who Commanded 
the party, sprang ashore, being the first of the Americans who landed in the Kingdom of 
Japan. Ho was immediately followed by Major Zcilin, of tho marines. The rest of tho boats 
now pulled in and disembarked their respective loads Tho marines (one hundred) marched 
up the wharf and lormcd into line on cither sfdc, facing the sea ; then came the hundred 
sailors, who were also ranged in rank and file as they advanced, while tho two bands brought 
up the rear. The whole number of Americans, including sailors, marines, musicians, and 
officers, amounted to nearly tbree hundred ; no very formidable array, but still quite enough 
for a peaceful occasion, and composed of very vigorous, able-bodied men, who contrasted 
strongly with the smaller and more effeminate looking Japanese. These latter had mustered 
in great force, the amount of which the governor of Uraga stated to ho five thousand ; but/ 
seemingly, they far outnumbered that. Their line extended around tho whole circuit of the 
beach, from the further extremity of the village to the abrupt acclivity of the hill which 
bounded tho bay on the northern side ; while an immense ’number of the soldiers thronged In, 
behind and under cover of tho cloth screens which 6trctclied along the rear. Tho loose order of 
this .Tnpanese army did not betoken any very great degree of discipline. The soldicis wero 
tolerably well armed and equipped Their uniform was very much liko the ordinary Japanese 
dress. Their arms were swords, Bpears, and match-locks TUoso in front were all infantry/ 
archers and lancers ; but large bodies of cavalry wero seen behind, somewhat in tho distance; 


as if held in reserve. The horses of these seemed of a fine breed, hardy, of good bottom, and 
brisk in action ; and these troopers, wdh their rich caparisons, presented at least a showy 
cavalcade." Along the base of tho rising ground which ascended behind the village, and 
entirely in tho rear of the soldiers, was a large number of the inhabitants, among whom them 
was quito au assemblage of women, who gazed with intense curiosity, through tho openings iu

States go, of their own accord, or nro throw n by the perils of tho sea, within 
dominions of your imperial majesty, the} arc treated as if the) were your worst enemies 
The undersigned refers to the cases of the American ships Morrison, Lagoda, and Lawrence 
With the Americans, as indeed with all Christian people, it is considered a sacred duty to 
receive with kindness, and to succor and protect all, of whatever nation, who may be cast uP°n 
their shores, and such has been the course of the Americans with respect to all J ipanese subjects 


who have fallen under their protection 

The government of the United States desires to obtain from that of Japan somo positive 
assurance that persons who may hereafter he shipwieckod on the coast of Japan, or, drived by 
stress of weather into her ports, shall be treated with humanity

a period beyond the timo when it would be absolutely necessary for him to leave They would 
be prepared, as an excuse foi delay, to allege tlm necessity ot otllpg together and conferring 
mtU tho princes of tho Enrptre, as also of con.nlt.ng the Dam or Lcclcs, astral Emperor, and 
thus tho Commodore might be put off from day to day, and ultimately ho obliged to sail without

purpose of giving such an answer, winch lie accoidmgly dnl at once, jet whilo yielding eJeh 
point, he still pertinaciously* insinuated all sorts of trivial objections to the Commodore s plans 
He said, that the coal would not be safe on shore, as the natives would probably steal it j in 
answer to which he was told that the government of Lew Chew would be held responsible for 
every lump of it The mayor was their ready with another objection, stating that typhoon^ 
blew very severely on the island, and would no doubt sweep awaj the coal depot, and thus, to 
the very last, while forced to grant all that was ashed, the authorities still clung to their 
prevaricating policy, as if deceit was so much a part of then nature that they practiced it for 
its own sake alone 

During the few days m which the steamers remained at Napha a party of the officers and 
artists of the expedition, at the suggestion of Commodore Perrj , availed thcmsch cs of the occa 
sion to visit the ruins of the castle of Tima gusko The Commodore had requested tKem to take 
their supplies with them, that they might be entuely independent of tbo natives for the satisfac 
tion of their wants They accordingly set out well provided with a supply of slnp biscuit, and 
some American sail, which Japanese word was now pretty generally accepted as the generic

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On having NapTia, the reflection naturally huggcbtol itself to the mind of the Commodore as 
to the effect produced upon the Lew* Chowan* l>y his umL It seemed evident that a very 
marked change had taken place in the deportment of the islanders toward the Americans. 

There was less mj story about them, aud some of the spies hud thrown off a portion of their 
reserve. The Lew* Chew authorities probably conjcctuud, and with good cause, that the trouble 
they had taken in their attempts to d econo the Commodore, with respect to t ho condition of 
their government, the poverty of the islands, and the harmless innocence of the people, was 
futile, and so much labor lost. And accordingly it was found that, although they still adhered, 
as if by instinct, to their sj stem of deception, they were not quite so ready with their mis- 
representations. 

I$ut, after all, many allowances should bo mode for these misgoverned people, who have been, ^ 
doubtless, taught from infancy to prachco duplicity and ljing as a mce^sary part of an nctom-

On the second evening after leaving Napha, as the Susquehanna and Mississippi wer0 
proceeding on their course to Hong Kong, a sail was seen ahead in the distance, steeling In a 
northeasterly direction. At first theie were some doubts as to what she was, but these -n * ir0 
soon cleared up by the flashing of her guns, in the approaching darkness of tho night, which 
showed that she was saluting the Commodore's flag on the Susquehanna It was now certain 
that she was an American man-of-war, and soon she was discovered to be the long-e\p L 'Cted 
Vandalia. As she lay to, the Susquehanna steered toward her, making a sigual for her 
commander to come on board, and soon a boat came off, bringing Captain Pope, who at onC0 
reported to the Commodore. The voyage of the Vandalia bad been a remarkably fine ont ‘> 
having left Philadelphia only on the filth of March, touching at Rio Jauciio by the way -^ er 
commander brought the information of tho arrival of the Powhatan from the United Stated 
Hong Kong, and of her proposed departure for Lew Chew'. This information made Comme ( i° re 
Perry very anxious to reach port before tho sailing of the Powhatan, as her trip to tlio n art h 
would bo utterly useless, and tho consequent consumption of coal a serious loss to tlio 1 incited 
stock of tho squadron. The Vandalia being ordered back to Hong Kong,’ the fleet continue*! lts 
course to that place, where tlio steamers armed on Sunday, August 7, 1853. 

Tlio Vaudalia, however, did not get back to Hong Kong until the fifteenth. Tho Commodore 
was much disappointed to find that tho Powhatan liad sailed just the day before his armnl, an ‘! 
as she luvl taken tho Formosa passage, ho had thus lost tlio chance of iutereeptiug her.' She 
did not return to Iloug Koug until tlio 23tli of August, having been detained ten days at T jC ' r 
Chew for tho repair of her machinery; ami similar dclnjs had been found ncce u sary» 111 
the opinion of her chief engineer, at almost every port at which the Powhntau tout'd 
on her outward puesigo. , 

As tho Hphoon season was approaching, and the ships all required a gcncial ovcrhantf D S* 
the engineers asking for sixty working dnys for putting the Powhatan alone in order, and t Jl ° 
crews needing some relaxation,- tho Commodoro determined, in consideration of these circ*^ 1 ' 
stances, to gi\o nil his vessels a thorough refitment.

titles of this food, if they have the means of procuring it Dogs and cats, which are carried 
about the streets for sale, must ho considered delicacies above the reach of the poorer classes, 
judging from the prices demanded for them Eats, mice, and other vermin, are also eagerly 
sought after, and are made up into various savory dishes To the families belonging to the fast 
boats attached to the ship a good fat rat was one of the most acceptable of presents, which they 
cooked and served up with their nee, mal ing a dish v cry much like the French one of Fould 
au m in appearance , hut as for the taste, that ipiestion must be referred to Chinese authorities, 
as no American or European has j ct been found, it is believed, to test it by actual experiment 
Those Chinese employed m the ships of the squadron have alwaj s found the navy ration 
insufficient to satisfy their gluttony, notwithstanding tint of the United States vessels is far 
more abundant and of better quality than the ration of the navj of any other country A mess of 
ten American seamen usually stop, each man, two rations, for winch they receive the commutation, 
m money The Chinese, however, although the most sordid of beings not only devoured the 
entire ration served out to them, but went about the dccl s collecting what they could pick up 
from the leavings of the messes, and invariably beset the ship s cooks for the scrapings of the 
coppers 


The Chinese servants employed in the Commodore s cabin ate, m miscellaneous food, including 
rice, bread, beef, pork, and tho leavings of the table, three times as much as the other 
attendants In fact, the enormous quantities of rice they consumed, w ith whatever else they 
could seize upon, is almost incredible As for sugar and other sweets, tliero would havo been 
no nd to tbeir pilfering, if they had not heen carefully watched by the steward This gross 
feeding exhibited its effects upon the Chinese servants, as it does upon dumb animals, for they 
soon became fat and lazy 


Most of the Chinese servants employed in the Eiuopean and American families settled in China 
engage to find their own food Their wages v ary from four to px and seven dollars per month , 
t e cooks, however, reccivo from seven to ten All articles for household consumption, in tho 
oreign establishments, are procured through tho agency of a person called a comprador, who 
ires t e servants, payB them their wages, and becomes security for tlicir honesty, ho keeps a 
regular account of the domestic expenditure, and settles with his employers at established 
peno ical seasons In tho largo mercantile establishments tho profits of tlicso compradors aro

All the Chinese women, in fact, pride themselves very much on their goat-like hoofs, and have 
the greatest possible contempt for a natural foot Little girls are said to importune tbeir mothers 
with tears in their eyes to compress their feet, as promising them a higher position in society, 
although females of the lower oiders are frequently observed with the aristocratic hoof, but these 
are those who have, possibly, seen better days It is difficult for strangers to get a sight of these 
singular deformities, as the Chinese women manifest tho greatest reluctance to show them , hut 
Dr Parker prevailed upon a girl of thirteen, who was a patient in Ins hospital, to unbandage m 
tbe presence of her mother, in order to satisfy tho curiosity of tho Commodore, who had quito 
enough in one glance of that shapeless stump, which appeared more like a specimen of had surgery, 
such as Dr Parker would Lave been doubtless ashamed of, than, as the Chinese considered it, 
an elegance of fashion . 

These horrid hoofs aie very carefully looked after by tho Chinese women, and are swathed in 
gay bandages of all colors, and shod with a high heeled shoe, richly worked and adorned 

A fashionable ladies dressmaker in China, where all these lndispensihlc servitors of fashion ore 
males, is alwaj s greatly in demand among tho foreign ladies, and it is as necessary to bespeak 
Ins services m time at Canton and Macao as it is thoso of a Miss Lawson in New York 
These man milliners generally require what they call a muster, or pattern, which they, 
with the usual Chinese imitative skill, reproduce exactly, whether of London, Pans or New 
York fashion, and adapt it to any form or 6ize It was by no means an agreeable sight, on 
passing one of the dark and dirty tailor shops at Macao, to behold the greasy and half naked 
Chinaman, late at night, busily plying bis dirty fingers about a splendid female dress, destined 
to drape the graceful form of some beautiful woman at tbe coming ball or dinner party These 
male dressmakers are held in such estimation by those resident in China, that some few European 
and American ladies have been known, on leaving the country, to carry away a China man- 
millmer With them 


Tho ordinary compensation for all operatives in Canton, who find their food, vanes from twelve 
to twenty cents a day Farm hands, when fed, receive six cents for twclie hours work, being 
at tho rate of a farthing an hour The day laborers, chair hearers, and porters, if not hired by 
t le job, aro paid from twenty to twenty five cents Boatmen a wages are from one and a half to 
o and a quarter dollars per month, when found, winch latter condition generally includes 
food, not onlj for themsebes, hut for their wives and children, who live with them m tlio boat 
or tecs, and those of other crafts in Canton, form themselves into guilds, and appoint leaders, 
or headmen, who contract for labor of various sorts Tins system of organization is not

locks behind and at the sides of the head, while the middle of the pate is shared clean Tho 
hair being well oiled and gathered up from the sides and back, is formed into a large knot and 
affixed to the bald place in tbe head with pms either of gold, silver, or brass, according to the 
rank of the wearer 


The Lew Chewan male has generally a well proportioned figure, with hroad and largely 
developed chest, narrow hips, and a slim waist and neck A deformed person is a very rare 
sight in Lew Chew The costnmeis neat, graceful, and suitable to the climate, and- its flowing 
outline is particularly becoming to the aged, who, with their long white hoards, have qmte a 
patriarchal look The dress is a loose rohe, with very wade sleeves, which falls nearly to the 
ankles, and is gathered m at tho waist with a girdle of silk or grass cloth, to which is attached 
tho invariable pouch containing tho pipe and a supply of tobacco Tho cap worn by tho higher 
classes, and called in tbe Lew Chew tongue a JiacJicc macJce , is of cylindrical form, and seems to 
bo made of two bands crossing each other in a figure of eight form Tho laboring people g° 
invariably barefooted, but tlio better classes wear a white stocking, to winch, when thoj go ou *» 
a straw sandal is added A band from tho front passes between tho great and next toe, as 1 3 
seen in the ancient statues The peasants in the country go bareheaded as well as barefooted, 
and are scant ilj clothed m a coarse cottou shirt, or with a mere cloth about the loins

The Lew Chewans are a bard working people, and enjoy but little relaxation from labor 
They have certain festivals, but of not frequent recurrence, for the celebration of religious and 
national holidays Of their amusements little could he observed, although it was inferred from 
the existence of large level spaces, handsomely bordered with spreading pines, in the neighbor 
ood of the towns and villages, apparently adapted for racing, wrestling and other athletic

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Olio-sima^is the principal of what may be called the northern youp of the Lew Chew chain 
which, m connexion with the Mijako-suna, and other islands commencing with the Cleopatra, 
extend from near the north end of Formosa to Kiusm the southwestern extremity of Japan 
proper The three groups of Mtjako-fcima, “Great Lew Chew, or Okinawa-sima, and Obo-suna* 
should bo denominated tlie southern, middle, and northern Lew Chew islands, the central 
government being established at the city of Shui, in the island of Great Lew Chew Of thi 
people and. government of these islands little is known, but it is presumed that they are all 
euljcct to an intermediate sovereignty between Lew Chew and the Empire of Japan, or possibly 
the Japanese jrince of-Satsuma fins potentate is stated by Von bitbold to receive about 
2,240,000 guilders, or nearly ^3 00,000, annually, from the Lew Chew islands Oho-sima is in 
circumference nearly one hundred and filty English miles, and hears in its external aspect, 
with its mountains and richly > erd int valleys, a considerable resemblance to Great Lew Chew 
It is lepresented bj various writers to he thickly populated, having all the advantages of cities, 
towns, ullages, and cppimodious ports It is surprising that it has ne\cr hitherto been visited 
"by any Christian \ oyager 

Tho 3Iyaho-$ima islands kayo been more than onco visited 1)> foreign vessels, and during tho 
progress of the Japan expedition, by the Saratoga who«e officers described the inhabitants as 
being in language, manners, customs, and appearance, almost identical with tho jieoj le of Llvt 
Chew And it is reasonable to infer that this, in common xyitli tho other inhabited islands o 
the chain, has been peopled for many hundreds of years. The ilijaho-sima group, was ascer 
tamed to be governed hj officers appointed by the king and coupcil of Great Lew Chow, who 
are frequently ^changed, in conformity with the policy practised throughout Jipan and its 
dependencies •* * * 

The Cleopatra islands aro only two in number, lying in close proximity to each other, and. 
are small and, uninhibited They are cone-shaped, and evidently of volcanic origin, tho craters 
leingclearly visible, tho larger one of which has been estimated at 1,&>0 feet in height The 
geographical position of all tins chain of islands, extending^ from .Formosa to Japan proper, 
would seem to be so arran 0 ed as to^suit the convenience oLthe commerce of the nusfcjltuJ 


Japanese navigators, who sml m their frail opensterned vessels from island ^to^, island, always 
being careful to have a port under their lee, into which to escape on the least approach of foul 
weather v * - ' , - t 

On entering^, upon tho^llth ofr February,* tho outer Bay of Yedo, or as it maj be more 
suitably termed, the Gulf of'Ycdo, including tho space embraced between Capo Nagatsuro on 
the west Cape’/Sserafatna j>r Capo-Kang on tho cast,* and Wodawara, Kamakura, and Capo 
Sagaun on the mprth, tho steamers encountered a seiero blow from the norfhw ird and eastward 
They were kept, however, during the mgut, under the Ice of Oho-suna, (t e Great Island ) 
and thus avoi led the greatest violence of the gale. On the previous afternoon a cluster „f three 
daugcrous rocks showing above the surface of the sea irorn ten to-tw euty fret, were passed o u. 
near These wero supposed to be what arO called on the charts the Broughton Rocks and if 
they were, tlitir position is evidently very erroneously laid down, and if the\ no ^ 
have craped the ob-en ation. of prtv ions European and American navigators That R esc rock 
should have Icon hitherto unnoticed would not be at all remarkable, for few sluj^ j jave 
visited the southern and eastern coasts of Japan an 1 it js not reasonable to expect ^ 
imperfect charts which have been compiled from the meagre information furnish c j by p rou 
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Gore, Kiug, Kruse n stern, and tin) three or four Americm and English vessels which have visited 
the coast •within a few years back, should bo in any manner correct. 

It is true that the Japanese, have constructed charts, but they arc ou a plan peculiar to 
themselves, and of little benefit to the bold navigators, with their large vessels, of Europe n^d. 
America. The Japanese charts, without meridian or scale, ami totally destitute of any reco r( ] 
of soundings, aro hardly of any use, except in their own timid navigation. rThc Japanese nev cr 
venture, if they can possibly avoid it, boyond sight of land, aud always scizo upon favorable 
seasons, weather, and winds, for making their longest runs. Their junks skirt the coasts. by 
touching the land here and there, and going frotu island, to islund, and seldom make a run of a 
longer duration than twenty-four hours. The largest Japanese junks seen did not draw mo ro 
than eight feet of water, and, os has just been remarked, they run from port to port, invariably 
seeking shelter on occasions of adverse winds or appearances -of bad weather. Tho pilot 8 
familiar with every rotfeupon the coast, need no charts, nml conduct their vessel*, in accordant 
with tlicir cautious navigation, with general safety. Every harbor, however small, is furnished 
with conveniences for securing the Japanese craft, holts being artificially made through tl^ Q 
angles of tho rocks for passing the cables, and vvbero this is not practicable, upright pillars t> r 
posts aro hewn or morticed in the stono, and all cliafings of the moorings prov ided against by a 
careful rounding and smoothing of the neighboring projections or detached parts. N 

On th? morning of the.l2th of February tho weather became more settled, and the steamers stood 
up the bay. The outlines pf tho land were recognized from the familiarity of the previous visit 
but a change had come ovor tho face of tho InmUcapo, in consequence of the difference of sensory 
The lofty summit of Fusi-Yama was distinctly visible as before, but was now complctclyjdotlic^ 
in its winter garb of snow. The rich verdure of the surrounding land had lost its cheerful sum- 
mer aspect, anil looked withered, bltnk and sombre, Tho rising uplands were no longer repo, 
sing m their beds of green, shaded from a summer’s sun beneath spreading groves, butwerj 
bare and desolaW, while the distant mountains stood chill in their snowy drapery and, frowned 
upon the landscape. The weather was cold and blustering. As the steamers approached the Jand ? 
two vessels were observed close in and apparently, at anchor. On, approaching them it .wa^. 
discovered that they were the Macedonian .and Vandnlia ThelaUer had (^signal displayed 
announcing that the Macedonian was aground. It was soon ascertained that Captain Abbott^ , 
on the day previous, had mistaken the indentation in jthe cops£, within which his 6jiip, war 
agrpund for the entrance to the passage to Uraga and Ycdo Jle had, accordingly, on venturing 
too near the shore, grounded his vessel on a ledge of rocks, not, of com se, laid, down upon th< 
imperial chart w inch he had , said chart being nothing more than a copy of one of Von Siebold’s 
maps, which had bpon copied fiom the Japanese authorities, with a few notes upon if, mad$ 
during the first visit of the squadron to the Bay of Yedo. Captain Abbott, finding his ship in 
this dilemma, adopted the usual means of getting her afloat by starting the water, making he? 
guns ready for throwing overboard, and actually throwing. Over i tho fid©, many miscellaneous 
articles. Commander Pope of the Vandalia, at that 'time iu company, immediately anchored 
and, sent his boats to the assistance of his consort tho Macedonian. , , v s 
'The fortunate arrival of Commodore Perry with his three steamers at once gave assurance of 
effectual aid. Commander Leo of the Mississippi was accordingly ordered to approach wjth his 
(steamer as near as ha could safely venture to the ship on shore, and run a couple of hawsers to 
her with the view of hauling 'her off by tho power ( of ^steam This .duty ho executed with hia 
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usual promptitude and judgment,' and before night the Macedonian was towed into a safe 
anchorage. Meanwhile the other vessels were brought to anchor for the might, having been 
joined on the same afternoon by the Lexington, which, it will he recollected, sailed from Kapha 
iu company with the Macedonian and Yandalia. ' In the course of the night a boat came along- 
side the Commodore's flag-ship, having been dispatched by Lieutenant Commanding Boyle of 
the Southampton, which vessel, another of Captain Abbott's division, had arrived the day before 
at the American anchorage In the Bay of Ycdo. 

Lieutenant Bojle had received information from the Japanese 1 authorities 'that two ships had 
arrived off Kama-kura, and that one of them was ashore, and very promptly aud properly 
dispatched the launch of the Southampton, with two* officers and a suitable crew, to render all 
practicable assistance. ' V 

The friendly disposition of the Japanese toward the Americans was handsomely illustrated 
by their ofiera of assistance as soon as the Macedonian was observed ashore. Such, too, was 
their courteous and scrupulous regard for the interests and property of their visitors, that they 
actually took tho trouble of sending to the squadron, then at a distance of twenty miles, a hogs- 
head of bituminous coal, which had been thrown oierboard on lightening the ship, and subse- 
quently washed ashore. - * . 

Xext morning (February 13) after the Macedonian had been relieved from her hazardous 
position, in the bight of Kawatsu, near Kama-kura, the whole squadron nioied up the Bay of 
Yedo, sailing in a line ahead, the Lexington, Yandalia, and Macedonian being in tow respect- 
ively of the Susquehanna, Powhatan, and Mississippi. With the experience of navigation 
acquired during the previous Visit, there was no occasion for the ships to feel their way, bat they 
passed along the magnificent bay with confidence, bringing into view at each turn various 
points of the land on either side, which hail now the aspect of familiar ground. 

The precipitous coasts of Su garni rose bleakly m the winter atmosphere on the left, while far 
inland could be seen the lofty ranges of the mountains covered with snow, and tho high peak of 
Fusi-Yama, about the lofty summit of which the clouds were scudding in reckless succession./ 
'There was the distant coast of Aw a, some twelve miles away on the opposite side, and along the 
shores every w here were th(? numberless villages and towns, though snugly reposing under the 
cover of the high land which rose behind them, yet looking desolate and exposed, in comparison 
with their former aspect of rural comfort when nestling in the full-leai ed groves of summer. 
Abreast was the town of Gonhama, the scene of the delivery of the President’s letter, and in 
front extended out from the land the promontory of Uraga, w ith its harmless forts, and as the 
ships doubled it and came abreast the city; numerous government boats, with their athletic 
oarsmen sculling vigorously, and their little striped flags fluttering m the "wind, pushed off to 
intercept the squadron, as on tho previous visit The Japanese officials, however, who had 
risen from their places midships, and seemed to b« directing their boats towards the squadron 
were warned off, and the strangers moved majestically on, with their train of formidable mcn- 
of-war, without altering their course a line, or lingering a moment in their speed until they 
reached the anchorage, at three o’clock in the afternoon, (F ebruarj 13 ) The government boats 
were left in the distance, but were seen sculling rapidly along and following in the wake of tho 
squadron 

The position in which the threo steamers and the four ships, including the Southampton,

The commit ion era, they declared, would bo ready to recue e tho Cornmudora m a few days, nnj 
upon being asked in what place, tluj answered at Kami burn As Urign had bccu specified 
on the previous day, Captain Adams, with homo surprise, demanded how it was that the plaeo 
had become so suddenly changed Tho Japanese, with their usual imperturbable manner 
which is schooled to cunning and deceit, promptly answered, without the least mark of emotion 
or cv idenco of discomposure, that tholhu|)eror had named both places, so that if tho Commodore 
should not K satisfied with tho one, ho might perchance with tho other 
Kama hurt is a town situated in tho outer Day of Yedo, about twenty miles below Uraga, at 
tho pi ico where tlio Macedonian had grounded. As. the Coumiodoro had had an opportunity 
when nuchorcd off Kama kura, while engaged in the extrication of tho Macedonian iiom her 
perilous position, ot seeing enough of that pi ico to satisfy him that it would bo absurd to take 
tho ships there, and as he suspected souio artful design on the part of tho Japaatso, when 
informed th it Kama kura lmd been specified, ho directed Captain Ad inis to say that it was 
altogether unsuitable Captain Adams then conveyed this information to tho Japanese, with 
the statement that neither Ur iga nor Kama kura were proper places, as they wero so distant 
and so insecure as harbors, and that some other locality must be selected. The Japanese then 
proposed that, Captain Adams should go down to Uraga and coufci with tho high officer there 
about the plaeo of meeting, when they were told that it would bo necessary to receno tho 
instructions of the Commodore before a reply could bo given on that point 

The Commodore a secretary, who was present at tho interview, was then dispatched to tho 
Susquehanna The secretary soon returned with the answer that tho Commodore would neither 
go to Uraga, nor allow auy of his officers to do so, but that Captain Adams would be permitted 
to meet any of the high Japanese dignitaries on the shore, near the anchorage of tho squadron, 
to confer upon tho snlject of a proper place of meeting, but that it was an essential condition 
of the Commodore s consent that the place should not be remote from his present position 
Tlio Japuncse officials, notwithstanding tho very explicit answer, which was duly conveyed m 
Dutch by Mr Portruan to Tatsnosko, (who, as on tho first visit, was one of tho attendant inter 
preters,) and. by him interpreted to his superiors, still pertinaciously clung to their original 
proportion, and urged tho necessity of making Uraga the place of meeting As they still per 
sis ted ip their wearisome efiorts to carry their point, Captain Adams cut the matter short by 
telling them to put in writing their objections to holding tho interview in the neighborhood of 
tlio American, anchorage, to which the Japanese assented, on tho condition that Captain Adams 
would answer a written question which they were about to ask This being granted, Toksuro, 
the second interpreter, having conferred for a moment, with his superiors, wrote down in Dutch 
the proposed question, winch was translated by the American inteipreter, Mr Port man “As 
42 J 
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the President s letter was received at Gorahama, near Uraga, why are you not willing to receive 
the answer there? Captain Adams answered that he did not know precisely all the Commo- 
dore s reasons, hut the principal one was that the anchorage was very unsafe 

The Japanese now seemed somewhat troubled, as if they feared that the Americans were 
disposed to assume a hostile attitude, and asked, w ith some anxiety , whether the Commodore was 
actuated by the same friendly feelings as the Japanese government Captain Adams did all in 
his power to reassure them, and declared that the Americans were actuated by no other motives 
than those of friendship and that their greatest desire was to he in relations of peace and amity 
with Japan, and that their chief object in refusing their assent to the Japanese propositions was 
the fear of endangering the lives of the officers and crews and the safety of the ships by resorting 
to an insecure place The Japanese reiterated, several times, that a high officer would come to 
arrange all business with, the Commodore, hut that ho could not arm e for several days Upon 
its being proposed that he should come on board the ships, the J ipanesc declared that that w as 
quite impossible , and then Captain A suggested that, as it was the custom to transact all 
public business at the metropolis, the Commodore should go to Ycdo The last suggestion was 
opposed by the very emphatic remark “ You cannot be received at Yedo ’ 

The Japanese now requested that the boats of the squadron should ho prohibited from landing 
or surveying the harbor, and were told that could not be promised, but that the Commodore 
should be informed of the request After the usual refreshments — tea, wine, cakes, and segars — 
of which the Japanese alwaj a freely partook, and the ordinary interchange of compliments, they 
prepared to take their departure, saying, as they left, that it would take some six or seven days 
before they could bring any decision from the high officer m regard to the place of meeting, but 
promising the earliest dispatch 

A surveying party bad been organized on the second day of the arrival of the squadron, under 
the command of Lieutenant Maury, and ordered to commence operations, which wero effectively 
earned out There were no positive interruptions on the part of the Japanese authorities, but 
they evidently looked upon the proceeding with jealous anxiety, and that the subject was 
uppermost in their mind is clear, from the constant allusion to it m their various conferences with 
tho American officers The Commodore, howeitr, folly alive to the importance of thoroughly 
sun eying the bay, not only for the convenience of tho immediate purposes of tho expedition hut 
for the future interests of the United States, and, we may add, those of the whole civilized world, 
was resolved to omit no opportunity of obtaining a thorough knowlcd 0 c of tho navigation of tho 
bay, and thus complete the hydrographical reports and charts, which are now among tho by no 
means least valuable results of the expedition The surveying boats were accordingly kept 
busy day after day, and the protestations of the Japanese authorities, though courteously 
listened to, were always met with the assertion of tho resoluto determination of the Commodore 
to prosecute what he believed so essential to tho full dcveloi ment of tho objects of his mission 
It was now the fourteenth of 1 ehruary, a day which was recorded m tho logs as cold and 
blustering, but with an atmosj here j crfcctly clear Tho land just off the shij s, tho prornon

It was on tins day (reliruary 18th) that tho Commodore transferred Ins broad pennant to the 
Powhatan Tho surviving boats, as usual, were busily occupied on duty, but- had changed 
their sceno of operations further toward Yedo Tho Southampton followed in their wake, m 
order to facilitate tho work of tho survejors, who had hitherto lost much time by being obliged 
to return, after a day s labor, a great distance to tlio s juadron Tho surveying party was now, 
by being immediately followed by a ship, enabled to go on board of her at night, without losing 
time, winch it was necessary to economise, in order fully to complete tho extensivo observations 
they bad m view 

Tho next day was Sunday, (Tebruary 19th,) but the Japanese officials, notwithstanding, came 
on board the Powhatan as usual They were told that it was a day set apart by tlio Americans 
as their Sabbath, but that if they had an) thing to say, they w ould bo listened to, m consideration 
of tho long distance and inclement weather through which thoy bad come They brought with 
them a large quantity of vegetables, oranges, fowls, eggs, and various sweetened confections, 
which they courteously offered as a present to the Commodore, with a kiud inquiry after Ins 
health These were received upon their expressing a willingness to receive something in return, 
and they accordingly were presented with some ship s bread and a box of tea , the Japanese 
remarked, as they received them, they had given eatables only, and that it wa3 a Japanese 
custom to rcceivo eatables only in return Upon being ashe 1 whether tho Commodore s propo- 
sitions had been laid before the high officer, the officials replied that they had, and that he 
desired to confer about tbe President s letter at Uraga Tho Commodore a objections against 
going to Uraga were again resolutely pressed, but the Japanese merely answered, that that 
place had been selected by tho order of the Emperor Captam Adams distinctly declared, that 
if the Commodore did not receive a favorable answer to his request for an interview with the 
high officer near his present anchorage, by the subsequent Tuesday, (Tebruary 21st,) “ho 
would then know what to do The Japanese official still reiterated that it was tlio Emperor s 
order that the interview should ho held at Uraga Tho next day there was another visit with 
the usual ceremonies, and a present of oysters for the Commodore 

The Japanese brought with them a short dispatch from the hi Q h commissioners, addressed 
to tho Commodore, written in Japanese and Dutch, stating their instructions from tho govern- 
ment The translation is as follows 

1 "We are compelled by the order of the Emperor to meet the ambassador of tbo President of 
tho United States of America either at Kama kura or Uraga 
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“In the interim wo shall talk about Ibo negotiations of commerco and tbo influence it must

It was calm in tlid morning, but before the Vaudaha had rciched Uraga a strong galo from 
tho southwest, and directly ahead, prevented licr from reaching the ]ort, and mado it necessary 
for her to anchor under Point Rubicon * Ciptam Adams, iccordin e Iy, was not enabled to land, 
until the succccding^day It bung the twenty second of 1 ebruary, Washington a lurthday, the 
Yandalia commenced at noon firing a sduto in honor of tho occasion, and amidst the salvo of 


artillery Captain Adams left the ship, accompanied by a score of officers and attendants, and 
landed at TJraga, wl ere they were met by a largo party of Jaj anese officials, who conducted 
them to a wooden pavilion, which evidently had been but lately constructed 

Captain Adams and his suite were ushered into a large hall some fifty feet long and forty

feet from the walls, on either side, were arranged long settees covered with what appeared to ho

The Americans were invited, on entering, to tale their scats on the left hand, which is 
esteemed by the Japanese the place of honor , this they had no sooner done than the Japanese 
pnnee, accompanied by two other high dignitaries, entered the hall, through a curtained 
opening which led into another compartment As soon as these dignitaries presented them 
selves, the governor of Uraga, the interpreters, and various Japanese subordinates, who had 
accompanied tho Americans, dropped at once upon their Inccs— a position they retained 
throughout the interview — and bowed their heads to tho ground The prince and l.„ two 
associates tool their seats on the right, opposite to the American officers, and a file of Japanese 
soldiers, amounting to half a hundred, marched m and ranged themselves, on their knees, 
behind the three dignitaries, in the space between their liacls and the waU 

The prince, with his robes of nobly embroidered sill, hi. fine presence, his benevolent and 
intelligent face, and his courtly manners, made quite an imposing appearance 

Ho first addressed Captain Adams, rising as ho spolc, and expressed his pleasure at seeing 
lum His interpreters translated his Japanese into Dutch, which was then rcpcate 1 in English 
by tho American interpreter, Mr Portman The audience then commenced in form, and was 
conducted throughout with the most friendly expression of feeling on both side. 

Captain Adams commenced by stating, that it was quite evident that Uraga was not a proper 
place for the ships, since the anchorage was so much exposed The Japanese replied, that it 
had been ordered by the Emperor to receive the Admiral there, aod to deliver the answer to 
tho Presidents letter there Captain Adams, without at tho moment pushing this suhjec 
further, handed his card to tho rrinco, and requested his in return He was told that he should 
have , a few minutes, when the Japanese prince, requesting to ho excused for s ew moments, 
retired through the curtained door into an adjacent apartment In tho meantime tho attendants 
handed round tea, in small China cup. handsomely adorned, an 1 horn, upon wooden tray, 
beautifully lacquered Tbo Japanese interpreter, apologised for the meagreneas of tho repast

The prince and his two coadjutors now retued to consider the Commodore s letter In the 
meantime refreshments were presented, consisting of tea, of a cake resembling our sponge cake,

A general conversation ensued m regard to the building which the Japanese said had been 
especially constructed for the meeting with the Commodore, the depth of the harbor, and other 
points of no material interest 

The Japanese interpreters, in answer to tho objections urged against tho security of the jw>rt 
of Uraga, insisted that it was perfectly safe, and requested Captain Adams to make a survey of 
it, m order to convince himself, and again and again earnestly urged upon lnm to entreat the 
Commodore to bring bis ships there, and meet the Japanese high ofheers, who had been appointed 
to treat with bun , saying that if he would come the whole treaty might he arranged before nigh* 
Captain Adams, in answer, said that he would inform the Commodore, when tho conversation 
was interrupted by the reappearance of the three Japanese high dignitaries Upon entering 
they announced that they had carefully perused the Commodore s letter tlirco or four times, hot 
were not prepared to give an answer, as they would be obliged to consult the other high officers 
appointed by tho Emperor, and who were now m waiting at Uraga On being asked when tho 
answer would he ready, they appointed the third day after tho interview Captain Adapts 
strove to impress upon them the necessity of dispatch, in consequence of the insecurity of tho 
ship in the prevailing stormy weather at Uraga, and of explicitness in their answer, as tl>o 
Commodore was anxious to bring matters to a conclusion, and to send to America ono of lit* 
Bhips to report progress in the negotiations, and prevent others from coming out Tho confcf" 
encc now being at au end, the princo and his coadjutors bowed politely and retired 

rho weather being stoimy and tho w iter in the bay very rough, the American officers delay cd 
their return to the Vandalm, and occupied tho interval m strolling about and viewing flip neigh- 
borhood Hardly anything could ho seen, however, of the town and the people, os the Jnjancso 
authorities had, in iccordaneo with their usual custom, hemmed in the shore, on both sides of 
tlie audience hall, with cotton screens of some eight feet in height, which excluded the houveS 
from the sight of tho strangers Crowds of men, women, nud children could bo observed, how- 
ever, in the distance, throning upon tho surrounding hills, and gazing eagerly at tho Americans 
When the storm had somewhat abated, Captain Adams and Ins i artv , having becu presented, 
in accordaueo with Japaucso pructice, with paper parcels containing tbo remains of the refresh- 
ments which had been left upon their j lutes or salvers, returned to their ship lung oil tin?

The arrival of Captain Adams was soon followed by that of Keyama Yezaiman, the governor 
of Uraga, who made his appearance with the alleged object of receiving a reply to the high 
officer a letter, hut, as it will appear, for another purpose YeEaiman commenced by inquiring 
whether the Commodore was still determined not to return to Uraga, and being answered m 
the affirmative, be again offered supplies, and was again told that wood and water would 
be received Yezaiman replied that these articles would be cheerfully furnished, but that they 
could onlj he obtained at Uraga He was then informed that it was n matter of mdiffercuce 
whence they came, hut that the Commodore would not go to Uraga, and if the Japanese did not 
bring water to the ships, the Commodore would send on shore and procure it by some means 
rinding that the Commodore was immovable in purpose, ami evidently inclined to approach 
nearer to Ycdo, Yezaiman suddenly abandoned the previously pretended ultimatum of the 
Japanese commissioners, as to the place of meeting, and suggested a spot in the immediate 
neighborhood of the village of Yoku llama, directly opposite to where the ships then, were 
anchored * 

Tims, after having interposed for the last ten days all possible objections to tho squadron's 
moving further up the hay, and having used every inducement to prevail upon the Commodore 
to return to Uraga, they suddenly abandoned the position from w Inch they had so frequently 
declared they could not possibly he moved * They had discovered that the Commodore was not 
to be shaken from Lib resolution, and finding that the ships had already approached within 
eight miles of their capital, they thought it politic to stop them there, while it was practicable, 
by a conciliatory concession 

Tho motive of tho Commodore for thus persisting, with what may seem obstinacy, in his 
determination not to go to Uraga, is best explained by himself In his communication to the 
honorable Secretary, on this subject, ho thus writes 

“ I was convinced that if I receded m the least from the position first assumed by me, it would 
be considered by tlie Japanese an advantage gained, and, finding that I could ho induced to 
change a j redetermined intention in one instance, they might rely on prevailing on mo, by dint 
of perseverance, to waver m most other cases pending the negotiations , therefore, it seemed to 
ha tho truo policy to hold out at all hazards, and rather to establish for mjself a character for 
unreasonable obstinacy, than that of a yielding disposition I know that upon tho impression 
thus tormed by them would in a measure lungo the tenor of our future negotiations , and the 
sequel vv ill show th it I was right in my conclusions Indeed, in conluctiug all my bun ness 
with these very sagacious nod deceitful people, I have found it profitable to bring tomj aid 
the experience gamed in former and bj no means limited intercourse with the inhabitants of 
strange lands, civilized mil harhartan , and this txpentnto has admonished mo that, with 
peoj lo of forms, it is ueccswirj either to set all ctreuionj aside, or to out Ilerod Herod in assumed 
personal comcqnuncu and ostentation *

COMMODORE ASSENTS TO TOKE-HAMA 

i( I have adopted the two extremes— by an exhibition of great pomp, when it could properly 
be displayed, and by avoiding it, when sucb pomp would be inconsistent with the spint of onr 
institutions, and by resolving never to recognise, on any occasion, the slightest personal 
superiority, always meeting the Japanese officials, however exalted them rank, with perfect 
eo.nl.ty, whilst those of comparative distinction, of their own nation, were cringing and 
hneelin" to them, and from motives of policy, and to give greater importance to my own 
position" I have hitherto studiously kept myself aloof from intercourse with any of the subordi- 
nates of the court, making it known that I would communicate with none but the pnnees 
of tho Empire Up to this time, I have succeeded far beyond my expectation, m maintaining 

this extreme point of diplomacy, and, as I behove, to very great advantage 

•'Itisprobable that arrogance may be charged against me for persisting a. I did, and against 
the judgment of all about me, m ehang, ag the plac. of conference, and thus compelling four 
princes of tho Empire to follow the squadron, and subjecting the government to the trouble and 
expense of erecting another hu.ld.ng , hut I was simply adhering to a course of policy deter- 
mined on after mature reflection, and which had hitherto worked so well 

lie Commodore expressed a willingness to accede to the last proposition of the Japanese, 
provided his officers, on examining the place selected, should find it suitable Captains 
Brichanan and Adams accordingly, having lushed the spot m company with Tesa, man, returned 
with a favorable report Tho situation was suitable in all respects, being near to Tedo, with

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The surveying boats had been kept busy during the progress of all this negotiation, and 
immediately after the Commodore had signified his intention of accepting the proposition of tho 
Japanese offering Yoku hama as the place of meeting, the party of surveyors returned to tho 
Powhatan, ahd reported that they had found sis fathoms of water within four rr fire miles of 
Yedo Tins nuir approach to their capital was supposed to be the clue to the sudden change in 
the policy of the Japanese, a3 they doubtless feared that the Commodore would proceed at once 
to execute Ins threat of moving his squadron to Yedo, if the authorities still persisted iu their 
demands for him to return to Uraga 

The Japanese now commenced constructing at once a wooden building for the proposed 
conference, and great numbers of workmen wero 6een busily engaged in bringing materials and 
putting them together in the form of a large and irregular structure The ship s boats wero 
suit out to examine the auchorage opposite the place, and tho Commodore, after receiving a 
favorable report, directed (February 27) tho squadron to be moored m a lino abreast, and within 
a mile of Yoku hama, covering with their guns an extent of shore of five units Captains 
ftuchanau and Adams went ashore, soon after the anchoring of the slups, to see tho buildings 
in progress of erection, and to instruct the Japanese workmen how to make tho wharf for tho 
landing of tho Commodore and his party Accordingly, when Yezumau camo on board the 
Powhatan, on March 3d, lie alluded with some expression of anxiety to tho fact of somo of 
the Americans hnung landed, fearing, he 6»id, lest somo trouble might ensue, if tlus should bo 
continued, between our pcoplo and tho natives As soon, however, as bo was told tho purpose 
of the visit, and of the Commodoro s order that no one of his men should be allowed to land, 
ho setiacd satisfied 

Caj tain Adams now gave tho governor of Uraga a letter which had been written to hi? 
friends by n Japanese who belonged to the squulron, and was generally known among tho 
sailors by the soubriquet of haiu Patch Sam was ono of the crew, consisting of sixteen men, 
of u Jnj nnese juuk which bad been driven off m a storm from the const of Japan An American 
merchant vessel, hiving fallen m with the juuk, took tho Japanese on board and conveyed 
them to Sin I r iucisco, where they wero removed to a revenue cutter They remained on board 
tho cutter twelve inuutlm, when they wero taken by tho United States slooi>-of war St Mary s to 
Cbiuu, and there transferred to tho bus lucliuuna When tins stunner joined Commodore 
Perry s syualron, bound to Japan, tho Jnj ineso nil preferred to remain in China, lest if they

You are hereby empowered to hold interviews with his excellency the American ambassador 
on his arrival, and to negotiate concerning the business which hag been communicated to you 
Siogoots KA-EI-SILSI NEU [seal of tiie emperor ] 

Yezaiman having said, that now as his government knew the Americans better, and had entire 
confidence m them, there would be no Japanese soldiers brought Out at the coming interview at 
Yoku hama, as before at Gora liama, he was assured that tho guard that would accompany tho 
Commodore was only intended to do honor to the occasion A conversation then ensue l winch, 
as it refers to the important subject of the resources of Japan, in regard to coal and other sup- 
plies, is thought of sufficient importance to give verbatim, as reported by the Coimnodoro s 
secretary Captain Adams, it will be observed, was^stiil acting in behalf of Commodoro Terry, 
03 the latter continued, his policy of seclusion 

Yezaman (having fif6t alluded to the fact of tho President s letter stating that coal would ho 
probably wanted by American steamers touching on the coast of Japan) asked, “How much 
shall you need annually ? *■ 

Captain Adams “It is quite impossiblo now to say what amount will be needed, ships will 
call and get what they want The Commodore, however, will speak on this point with tho 
commissioners ” 

Yezaiman “Wo have plenty of coal, hut a port is asked for to get it from — that is, a port 
wheze « ship can take it in conveniently " 

Captain Adams “Yes a port lying along tho southern shores of Nippon would bo most 
convenient, but tho Commodore will arrange that lVkcrc is the best coal found?” 

lc-aiman “Tho most abundant supply and the best coal come from Kiusitt I do not know 
how much there is in Nippon, but there is nono in Sikok “ Yezaiman then changed tho subject 
by asking, “What sort of provisions do you want? Wo have tho greatest abundance of wheat 
and 'egctablcs at Nagasaki ’ 

Cajitain Adams “Our ships w ill only take such supplies os you can furnish ’* 

leunman “Our y nuchal supplies aro jork, beef, sheep, poultry, and \ egetablcs of many 
Irnds, but m> Irish potatoes ** 

Captain Adams “Did you give tho Russians any coal? * 

Ycuttman “Yes, a littlo from time to time, and they sail it waa a cry good “ Yezaiman 
then promised to bring a specimen of their coal, which ho said was a fuel seldom used by tho 
Ju[ancse 

Tho arrival of tho Saratoga, on the fourth of March, was quite an event to all tho officers and 
men in tho squadron, who, confined to the narrow limits of an anchored ship, month after 
month, with no variety in the daily routine of duty, and no change of scene from llio mono- 
tonous new of the wmo look-out trorn deck, gladly welcomed anything that could break up for

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a moment the tedium of their life. The Saratoga had experienced very severe weather, which 
those in the squadron, although sheltered in a safe anchorage, could readily understand, for the 
season, even in the bay, had given evidence enough of its rude inclemency. Frequently the 
wind was so* high and the waters of the bay so disturbed, that the surveying boats were obliged 
to intermit their labors. The frequent recurrence of rain, alternating with an occasional snow- 
storm, and a cold temperature more penetrating to the sensations, from its moisture, gave all a 
very disagreeable experience of a Japan winter. The hard-working Japanese boatmen seemed 
alone insensible to the weather, and, as they worked vigorously at their long sculls, sung 
cheerily, as if their half-naked bodies were as much proof against cold wind and boisterous 
weather, as their tight built craft. 

According to agreement, Sam Patch was brought forward and presented to the Japanese 
officials, and no sooner did he behold these dignitaries than ho prostrated himself at onco, 
apparently completely awe-stricken. Sam had been frequently laughed at during the voyage 
by his messmates, and teazed by statements of the danger to which his head would be exposed 
on his arrival in his own country, and the poor fellow possibly thought his last hour had come. 
Captain Adams ordered him to rise from his knees, upon which he was crouching with tho 
most abject fear and trembling in every limb. He was reminded that he wa3 on hoard an 
American man-of-war, perfectly safe as one of her crew, and had nothing to fear ; but it being 
found impossible .to reassure him while in the presence of his countrymen, ho was soon 
dismissed. But more of Sam hereafter. 

The eighth of March had been appointed by tbe Commodore as the day for the conference 
ashore ; and, as crowds of Japanese laborers kept busily at work upon the building, there seemed 
every prospect of its being ready in time. "When the building was finished, the usual Japancso 
deputation, headed by Yezniman, came off to the Powhatan, and, announcing tho fact, asked if 
the Admiral would be ready to land on tho next day, (March 8 ) They were Jold that, provided 
the weather should bo suitable, the Commodore and his party would leave the squadron at twelve 
o’clock on tho morrow. Yczaiman entered into 6ome preliminary explanations in regard to the 
ceremonies on tho occasion. Ho asked the number and names of all the officers in the squadron, 
wit?i the purpose, os he said, of providing presents for each. Upon being asked whether the 
chief of tho commissioners appointed to negotiate with tho Commodore was next in rank to the 
Emperor, Yczaiman answered that ho wa3, and at the same time corrected a previous statement 
saying that, instead of four dignitaries in addition to the high commissioner, there would bo 
five. With tho usual courtly assurances of kindly feeling, Yczaiman 1 and his suito took 
leave, saying, os ho departed, that ho would send a person on board next day to conduct the 
Commodore and his party to the land.

Hope, on the southeast, and the neck of land extending northeast from Xanagawa to the suburb 
of the city of Ycdo, termed Sma 0 awa, and near to which the junks reporting to tho capital 
usually anchor At the position in front of Yoku hama there was just sufficient room to anchor 
in a line of battla tho whole s-juadroa, the guns of the sereral ships commanding an extent 
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of shore equal to their entire range It was in this position that the Commodore had placed 
hia nine ships — the steam frigates, the Powhatan, which was the flag ship, the Susquehanna, 
and the Mississippi, and the sailing ships, the Macedonian, the Vandalia, the Saratoga, fhe 
Southampton, the Lexington, and the Supply, the latter having subsequently joined the 
squadron * 

Kanagawa is quite a largo town, and was the residence of the Japanese commissioners 
pending the negotiations of tho treaty, and it would have been selected by Commodore Perry 
for the place of conference, had it not been for the impossibility of the ships approaching 
within gunshot of its front towards the hay He therefore piefcrrcd to select Yoku hama, to 
confirm tho choice of Captains Buchanan and Adams, who had been sent to examine and report 
upon the most eligible anchorage for the squadron 

The building erected for the accommodation of the Japanese commissioners and the Commo- 
dore, and the numerous persons in attendance, and which was called by tho Americans the 
“ tieaty house, ’ was placed upon a level plain near to tho shore, and contiguous to the villago 
of Yoku hama, being distant from Kanagawa three, from the southern suburb of the capital 
five, and from Yedo itself probably nine miles The treaty house hail been hastily erected of 
un painted pine wood, with peaked roofs, and covered a largo extent of ground, having a 
reception hall of from forty to sixty feet in area, and several adjoining apartments and offices 
rrom each side extended yellow canvas screens di\ lded into panel like squares by black painted 
Btnpes On the exterior walls of the building was spread a dark cloth, upon which was 
represented in bright colors some device which was said to be the arms of the third commis- 
sioner, Izawa, prince of Mimasala 

At an early hour on the 8th of March, the day appointed for the conference with the 
Japanese commissioners, there was an unusual stir ashore preparatory to tho ceremonies of the 
occasion The Japanese workmen were busil} engaged in adorning the treaty house with 
streamers and other gay paraphernalia Two poles were erected, one on either side of the 
entrance, to which were hung long ohlong banners Of white cotton cloth with a bright red 
stnpo across the centre On the peaked roof of the building was placed a tall stuff, surmounted 
with. 4 circular ornament vn shape Uke tho upper patt of a chandelier, fronl which was suspended 
a hear y silken tassel In the preparation of the place it had been surrounded by tho usual 
enclosure of cloth, which completely excluded it from the view of those without, an 1, in fact* 
seemed to enclose it withm a sort of prison yard The Commodore, who saw tins arrangement 
from Ins ship before ho landed, immediately sent an officer on shore to demand what it meant, 
and, in answer to some frivolous pretext about prer entmg intrusion and doing honor to tho 
occasion, informed tho Jajaneso that he would forego the honor, and that, nnt*l it wa9 
completely removed, he could not think of landing It w as immediately taken down by tho 
Jaj uucso 

Bunds of flag bearers, musicians and pikemen manoeuvred in order here and there, glistening 
with their lacquered caps, bright colored costumes, crimson streamers, show} emblazonry, ami 
burnished shears There was no great military display os on tho first visit at Goru hama, ami 
tho few who liod the look of sol hers w ere merely a small body guard, cotni osed of tho retainers 
of tho various hi 0 li dignitaries who were to officiate on tho occasion Crowds of I eoj le bad

of richlj costumed Japanese guards, or retainers, with banners, flags and streamers, were gath- 
ered on each si 1c of the entrance of the treaty house As the Commodore and his pirty passed 
up between these the} were met b} a large number of Japanese officials who came out, and 
uncovering, con lucted them into tlie interior of the building As the} entered, b} a precon- 
certed arrangement, howitzers winch had been mounted on the bows of the larger ship s boats, 
that were floating just by the shore, commenced tiring in admirable order a salute of twenty- 
one guns in honor of the Tinperor, which were succeeded by a saluto of seventeen for Uajaslu 
Dai 0 aku 110 -ham t, tlic high commissioner, and the hoisting of the Jupaucse strqcd flag from 
the masthead of the steamer Powhatan in the baj 

The apartment into which the Commodore and his officers first entered was a large hnll^

Hayashi Daigaku no-ham 1 , prince councillor, was evidently the chief member of the com 
mission, for all matters of importance were referred to him He was a man of about fifty - 
five years of age, was handsomel) formed, and bad a grave an 1 rather saturnine expression of 
face, though ho had a benevolent look and exceedingly courtly manners Ido, Prince of 
Tsusima, was probably fifty, or thereabout, nud was corpulent and tall m person He had a 
rather more vivacious expression than the cider Hayashi Tho third and youugest of tho 
princes was the Prince of Alima saki, who could hardly be much l>c von d lorty years of age, an 1 
was far the best looking of the three no was putc gay, fon 1 of lun and trolic, and had the 
reputation of being a Lothario Accoiding to the interpreters, Alima saht entertained more 
liberal views with respect to foreign intercourse than any of his coadjutors, and seemed to ho a 
great favorite with tho Japanese, as ho certainly was with all tho Americans IIis gaiety of 
heart manifested itself very ajjarcntlv in his londnc s for tho music of tho bauds of tho 
aqunlron, and he could not keep bis bauds uud feet quiet whenever they struck up a lively air 
Udouo, who, though not a prince, was a man ot high station, an l was known by tho title of 
Altuibu shiyoyu, or member of tho board ot revenue, was a tall, passible looking man but his

Maryann Yenoskc was the principal interpreter who officiated on the occasion the same man 
who figured so conspicuously during the nsit of Ciptam Glynn m the Preble As soon as the 
commissioners had tal en their seats, Yenoskc tool his position on Ins 1 necs, at the feet of 
Ha} aslii, the chief, anl humbly awaited Ins oidcrs The Japanese are ncier forgetful of tho 
respect which the} think due to rani, anl giaduate tlieir obeisance accorling to its degrees 
Fiom the Emperor to the lowest subject in tlic lealm there is a constant succession of 
prostrations The former, m want of a human being superior to lumself in rank, bows humbly 
to some Pagan idol and e\er} one of his subjects from prince to jc sant, has some person 
before whom he is b und to cringe and ciouch in the dirt One is reminded, as lie looks upon ft 
universal nation on their knees in sujpliance bent, of a fai onte amusement of childhood, 
where a number of blocks are placed on end in a low one sho\es the other, and the first being 
knocked down topples over the second, and so on m succession until all are tumbled upon the 
ground The crouching position in which an inferior j laces himself when in the presence of 
his superior m rank seems very easy to a Japanese, but would be veiy difficult and painful for 
one to assume who had not been accustomed to it The ordinary mode pursued is to drop on 
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the knees, cross the feet, and turn up the heels, with the toes, instep, and calves of the legs 
brought together into close contact * 

Sometimes it is mere squatting down with the soles firm upon the ground, the knees bent, and 
the body crouched low Yenoske was quite an adept in these manoeuvres, as were his coadjutors, 
and especially the prefect, Kura kawa kahei, who was one of the subordinate functionaries 
present during the conference They all showed a wonderful elasticity of muscle and snppleness 
of joint which could only have been acquired by long practice, and reminded one of those skilful 
contortionists or clowns, who exhibit their caoutchouc accomplishments to the wonderment of 
the spectators These worthies, humble as they were in the august presence of the commis- 
sioners, had their worshippers in turn, who were moro humble still, and who outdid them, even, 
in their bowings and prostrations Every Japanese is thus by turns master and slave, now 
submissively with his neck beneath the foot of one, and again haughtily with his foot upon 
the neck of another The commissioners, after a momentary silence, spoke a word to the 
prostrate Yenoske, who listened an instant, with downcast eyes, and then by a skilful 
manreuvre, still upon his knees, moved toward the commissioners' interpreter, and having com- 
municated his message, which proved to be merely the ordinary compliments, with an inquiry 
after the health of the Commodore and his officers, returned with an appropriate answer to lus 
former position An interchange of various polite messages having been thus borne backward 
and forward for several minutes, through the medium of the humble hut useful Yenoske, 
refreshments, consisting of the invariable pipe, tea in porcelain cups, served on lacquered 
trays, cakes, and some confectionary were banded round 

It was now proposed by the commissioners that an adjournment should take place to another 
room, which they stated would accommodate comfortably about ten persons Accordingly, the 
Commodore having assented, he, accompanied by the captain of the fleet, lus two interpreters 
and secretary, were conducted into another and much smaller room, tho entranco to which was 
only separated from the principal hall by a blue silk flag, ornamented in tho centre with the 
embroidered arms of Japan On entering, the commissioners were found already scaled on the 
ngbt, they having withdrawn previously to the Commodore, and arranged themselves m rank 
upon one of the red divans, which extended along the sides of the apartment 

Tho Commodore and his party took their seats on the left, and business commenced, tho 
commissioners having preliminarily stated that it was a Japanese custom to speak slowly 
They were evidently very anxious to proceed with delibcratjon, and weigh every word with the 
exactness of cautious diplomatists 

The chief commissioner now handed the Commodore a long roll of paper, which proved to be 
an answer to the President a letter, delivered on the previous visit at Gon Lama m July 

Translation of aimccr to the teller of lie President to the Emperor of Japan 
“The return of your excellency, as ambassador of the United States to tins Empire, has been , 
expected according to tho letter of his Majesty tho President, which letter your excellency 
delivered last year to Ins Majesty the Emperor of this Empire 

“ It is quite impossible to give satisfactory answers at once to all the proposals of your 
government, as it is most positively forbiddm by the laws of our Imperial ancestors, but for us 
to continue attached to the ancient laws, seems to misunderstand the spirit of the ago , bow- 
ex er, we are governed now by imperative necessity 
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Aa an cvulcnco of tlio friendly intentions of the President, and to pa) the highest honor to his 
Imperial Majesty, ho has sent me in command of v number of ships — to be increased by others 
which aro to follow— not onl) to bear to Ins Mnjtsl) the letter which I have alrcath presented, 
but to evince, by every suitable act of 1 mdness, the coidial feelings entertained by him towards 
Japan , 

That there might bo uuilieient time allowed for a full consideration of the just and reasonable 
demands of the President, I took upon myself to withdraw the ships in July last from the coast, 
and have now, after an nbscnco of se\en mouths, returned, in the full expectation of a most 
satisfactorj nrran 0 cmcnt 

Another proof of the friendly disposition of the Picxulent has been given in Ins sending for 
exhibition to the Imperial court tlnec of the magnificent steamers of the United Stated, of winch 
there are many thousands, large and small, m America , an 1 he has also scut, for presentation 
to the Emperor, man) specimens of the most useful inventions of our country 

Therefore, after all these demonstrations of good will, it would bo strange if tho Japanese 
government did not seize upon this very f'U orablc occasion to secure a fncndl) intercourse with 
a people anxious to prevent, by wise and prudent foresight, all causes of future misunderstanding 
and strife 

It will be observed that there is no western nation so intimately connected with the peace and 
welfare of Japan as the United States, a part of whobe territor) lies oppomte the Imperial coast, 
and whoso commerce covers tho Pacific oceau and Japan seas , not less than five hundred large 
ships being engaged exclusively in those regions in pursuit of whales, tho crews of many of 
which suffer for want of water and other refreshments , and it would seem nothing more than 
common humanity to receive those who may seek shelter in the ports of Japqn with kindness 
and hospitality 

The government of China lias derived much benefit from its treat) with the United States 
The purchase of teas by the Americans during the presentrycar will amount to three million six 
hundred thousand (3,000,000) taels, and of raw and manufactured silLs to nearly three millions 
(3,000,000) of taels 

Nearly thirty thousand subjects of the Emperor of China have \isitcd America, where they 
have been kindly received, and permitted by the American laws to engage in whatever occupa 
tion best Buited them They have also been allowed to erect temples, and to enjoy m all freedom 
their religious ntea AIL have accumulated money, and some hav e returned to China, after a 
short absence, with sums varying fiom 300 to 10 000 taels 

I have adverted to these facts merely to show the advantages that w ould grow out of such a 
treaty as I now propose, and to remarl again that some amicable arrangement between the two 
nations has become positively necessary, and for reasons aLreadj explained 

Indeed, I shall not dare to return to tl e United Stated without carrying with ino satisfactory 
responses to all tho proposals of the President, and I must remain until such are placed in my 
possession

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One of tho marines belonging to tlio Mississippi bail died two days previous to the conference, 
and the suitable interment of Ins body now came up in course of discussion The Commodore 
proposed to buy a piece of ground from the Japanese for the burial of the man then lying 
dead, and for any oilier American who might die Tins proposition seemed to perplex the 
commissioners, aud, after somo consultation, they retired to discuss the question alone, and, on 
leasing, invited the Commodore and his ofliccrs to partake of some refreshments, consisting of 
sahi, fruit and cakes, soups anl fish, which acre immediately served This invitation was 
accepted, with the remark that it would he more consonant with American notions of hospitality 
if the commissioners were to join the Commodore and his ofliccrs, ns the breaking of bread 
together was, in the United States, as among many other nations, considered an evidence of 
friendship The Jajanese replied that they were unacquainted with foreign customs, hut 
would cheerfully join They then all retired, hut, shortly after, the second and third m rank 
of the number returned and participated socially in the repast that had been served, one of the 


dignitaries filling a cup of sahi at once, drinking it off to the dregs, and, turning it bottom 
upward, remarked that it was a Jnpnncso custom for the host to drink first 
It was not long before the whole hoard was again in session, and a written reply to the 
Commodore s request respecting the burial of the marine presented by the chief commissioner, 
and to the purport that, as a temple had been set apart at hagasaki for the interment of 
strangers, it would ho necessary to send the body to Uraga, whence, at a convenient season, it 
might ho conveyed in a Japanese junk to the former place To this the Commodore objected 
that undisturbed resting places were granted by all nations, and then proposed to send boats 
and inter the body at Webster island Webster island, as it is named on tbe American charts, 
is a small island lying convenient to the "American anchorage, ’ a D d the Commodore had 
determined if the Japanese had persisted m forbidding the interment within any of their 
numerous burial places, to ha> o' effected it at all hazards upon that island, being perfectly 
that the Japanese resrect for the dead would leave the body undisturbed The 
commissioners evinced strong objections to tin— ho.ee of the spot, and, after considerable 
discussion among themselves, finally coasented to Alow the burial to take place at Yok-u hama, 
at a place adjoining one of their temples, and in view of the squadron They observed, 
however that, as the novelty of the scene might attract an inconvenient crowd, the authorities 
would send on board the Mississippi, in the morning, an ofhcqr to accompany the funeral party 
The Commodore now prepared to depart, having first stated that he would be happy to see 
the Japanese dign.tar.es on board Ins vessel os soon a, tbe weather should become warmer 
They expressed courteously the pleasure they would Lave .a accejtmg the invitation, and, 
bowin- retired The subordinate American officers had been entertained with refreshments In 
ihe large outer ball during the conference, and amused with the rude efforts of Japanese artists, 
w ho had been sent from Yedo, at delineating their portraits The Commodore now passed out, 
followed by his suite and the precession of officer, a. before, and marching down, to the music 
of tlie bands, between tbe files of marines on either side, embarked a bis barge and pulled for 
the ship The other boats soon followed, filled with the numerous officers, sailors, marines, and 
others, who hod shared a the ceremonies of Ibe day 

Early nest day, (Thursday, Mareh 9,) os had been arranged, a Japanese official went on 
board tbe Mississippi to accompany tl.e funeral party on shore, for tbe purpose of pointing out

Hr Jones rcul tho sorvius of the Protestant Episcopal church, and while ho was offici- 
ating the Buddhist priest sat near by on a mat, with an altar before him, on which was a 
collection of scraps of paper, some rice, a gong, a vessel containing sahi, and some burning 
incense Tho service having been read, tbc bod) lowered, anl tho earth thrown in, the party 
retired from the grave Tho Bu Whist priest then commenced the peculiar ceremonies of his 
religion, beating his gong, tclbng his rotary of glass and wooden beads, muttering Ins prayers, 
and beeping alive tho burning incense lit was still going through his s>tran 0 o formulary when 
the Americans moved away, and crowds of Japanese continued to linger in the neighborhood, 
about tho crests and acclivities of tho lulls which bounded tho scene Mr Wilhams, tho 
interpreter, who had lived long m China, and was familnr with the Buddhist worship, recog- 
nized its peculiarities m tho prccisel) similar ceremonies performing at the grave by tho 
Japanese priest A mat enclosure of bamboo was subsequently put up about the American 
grave by tho authorities, and a small hut was erected near, tor a Japanese guard to watch the

On the name day tho prefect, Kura Eawa Me, and tie chief interpreter, Yenoske, came on 
hoard tlio Powhatan with a copy of tho Imperial reply to the President s letter, duly eertided 
and signed h) the four commissioner. The two Japanese office!. .ubscqucntly repaired to he 
Mississippi, where they conferred for somo time w.tl. Captain Adam. They appointed the

the Japanese, who proposed that as soon as a port was selected, certain compradors should be 
appomted for the sale of articles of every kind, but m the meantime, they said a single person 
would be chosen, whose duty it would be to supply what was necessary, and receive in payment 
■ the American coin, to he estimated weight for weight with the Japanese money They would 
prefer, they said, that Nagasaki should be the place for such transactions, but granted the 
necessity of carrying them on for the present where they were The hours for the future 
meetings being settled at from eleven o’clock to one, instead of the previous irregular mode, the 
Japanese took then departure 

On the next day (March XI) a short conference was held by Captain Adams with the same 
Japanese officials in the treaty house on shore He also bore a communication of the date of 
the 10th of March from the Commodore, addressed to the commissioners, in which the answer to 
the President’s letter was acknowledged The Commodore, while he expressed his satisfaction 
at the determination of the Japanese government to alter its policy m regard to foreign govern- 
ments, at the same time stated that the concessions proposed were not enough, and that a 
written compact or treaty, with wider provisions, was essential The chief points talked of 
were, the answer to the Commodore’s notes in reference to tlio proposed treaty, and the privilege 
of going ashore In regard to the former, they stated that a reply was not yet prepared , but 
as for tbc latter, the interpreter remarked, unofficiallj, that there would bo no objection to the 
Commodore and his officers going ashore , hut that if the permission should he general, diffi- 
culty with the people might ensue Some general conversation followed in regard to tlio 
necessity of dispatch in the negotiations, Captain Adams stating that it was tho Commodore’s 
intention to send ono of his ships to the United States, m the course of a week or so, to inform 
tho government at homo of the progress of tho negotiations, that it might know whether it was 
necessary to send moro vessels or not The Japanese evince;! some uneasiness at this statement, 
and asked, “Whether the Americans are friendly?” “Certainly we ore," was the answer, 
and the conference closed m tho most amicablo manner 

Tho day agreed upon had nrtived (Monday, March 13) for tho landing of the presents, and 
although tlio weather was unsettled, and the waters of tho bay somewhat rough, they nil 
reached tho shore without damage *

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The presents filled several large boats, which left tire ship escorted by a cumber of officers, a 
company of ma-mes, aiul a band of music, all under tlio superintendence of Captain Abbott, 
wl,u was delegated to deliver tlio presents, with proper ceremonies, to the Japanese high 
commissioners A 1 adding adjoining tLc treaty bouse had been suitably constructed and 
arranged for tlio purpose, and on landing Ciptnin Abbot was met by Yczaiman, the governor of 
TJraga, and set crul subordinate offiu Us, and conducted to the treaty house Soon after entering, 
the high commissioner, Trince Ilnyashi, came in, onel the usual compliments being interchanged.

his loose rohes flying in the wind. As he clung with a desperate hold to tho edge of the roof, 
grinning with intense interest, and his huddled up body shook convulsively with a kind of 
laughing timidity, while tho car spun rapidly around the circle, -you might have supposed that 
the ‘movement, somehow or other, was dependent rather upon the enormous exertions of tho 
uneasy mandarin than upon the power of tho little puffing locomotive, which was so easily 
performing its work. * « 

Although the Japanese authorities were still very jealous of any intercoUiso on tho part of tho 
..Americans with tho'people ? and did all they could to prevent it, still there was necessarily a 
good deal of intermingling." The ships of the squadron were being daily supplied with water 
and piovisions, for which the officials of the government had now consented to leceivo payment, 
hut they insisted upon conducting all tho regulations, and provided their own boats and laboiers 
for the purpose. There was, however, what with the necessary passing to and flora the ships 
. with tlio supplies, and tho arranging and working the telegraphic apparatus, and the toy 
railway, almost daily intercourse between the American officers, sailors, and marines, and tho 
Japanese mandarins, officials, and laborers. * • 

The Japanese always eviuced an inordinate curiosity, for the gratification of which tho various 
articles of strange fabric, and the pieces of mechanism; of ingenious aud novel invention, 
brought from the United States, gave them a full opportunity. They w ere not satisfied with 
tho minutest examination of all these things, so surprisingly wonderful as they appeared to 
them, but followed the officers and men about and seizc-l upon every occasion to examine each 
part of their dress. Tho laced caps, boots, swords, and tailed coats of tho officers, t]io tarpaulins, 
jackets, and trowsers of the men, all camo in for the closest scrutiny, and a tailor in search of a new 
cut or a latest fashion could not havo been more exacting in his observations than tho inquisilivo 
Japanese as he fingered tho broadcloth, smoothed down tho nap with his long delicate hands, 
pulled a lappel here, adjusted a collar there, now fathomed tho depth of a pocket," and again 
peered curiously into the inner recesses of Jack’s loose toilette. They eagerly bought to possess 
themselves of anything that ‘pertained to tho dress of their visitors, and showed a peculiar 
passion for buttons. They would again and again ask for a button, and when presented with 
tho cheap gift, they appeared immediately gratified, and stowed it away as if it were of tho 
greatest value. It is possible that their affection for buttons and high appreciation of their 
vnluo, may ho owing to the rarity of tho article in Japan, for it is a curious fact, that tho’simplo 
convenience of a button is hut little used in any article of Japanese dress, strings and vnriou 
bindings being tho only mode of fastening tho garments. When visiting the ships the man- 
darins and their attendants wero never at rest, but went about peering into eijffj nook and 
corner, peeping into tho muzzles of^]^j^*r->^nmraing curiously tho small-arms, handling tho

authorities, who sent to him, next day, a formal expression of their gratitude 

Tho American officer, whoso intrusion had created so great an excitement, was Mr Bjttinger, 
the chaplain of tho steamer Susquehanna While taking a walk on shore, this gentleman’s 
curiosity prompted lnm to extend his observations somewhat beyond tho usual circuit of some 
four or five miles, within which tho Japanese authorities had contracted tho movements of 
their visitors Starting from Yoku haraa, opposite to where tho squadron was anchored, the 
enterprising investigator pushed on to the town of Kanagawa, some three miles further up the 
bay, where ho was accosted by some of the Japanese officials and the interpreter, Gobatsiro, 
who urgently solicited lnm to return Ho was not, however, to be so easily balked of his 
purpose, and continued his journey, followed by tho Japanese officers, who dogged Jus steps at 
every turn until he reached Kamasaki Hero there was a river to cross, and he tried to prevail 
upon the Japanese boatmen to ferry him to the opposite side, but tbey refused in spite of bribes 
and threats, m the course of which tho chaplain, if the Japanese accounts are to be believed, 
drew lus sword He now pursued his way higher up tho river with tho hope of finding a place 
that might be for led, and had just reached a very promising looking crossing, tho depths op 
which he was about trying, when the messenger, who had hurried in rapid dispatch, from the 
steamer Powhatan accosted him with tho written order of the Commodore “He,” thus 
reported the Japanese authorities, with their usual minuteness of description, “read it, walked 
four steps further, read it again, then suddenly returned and intimated his intention of going 
back to tho ship ” The chaplain, in the course of his wanderings, had an opportunity of 
seeing one of the largest towns of Japan, that of Kanagawa, which, with its numerous wide 
streets, and its crowded population, had quite an imposing appearance He penetrated into 
several of the dwellings and temples, and, by bis pertinacious perseverance,* succeeded in 
obtaining, in one of the shops, some Japanese money in exchange for American coin Tho 
native authorities seemed particularly worried in regard to this last matter, as lt was so great 
an offence against their laws Tho Japanese, in their report of the occurrence, stated that the 
American officer had gone into a shop by the roadside and asked the keeper to allow him to see 
some coins Tho Japanese shopman complied with the request, but as ho seemed somewhat 
chary m the display of his treasure tho chaplain insisted upon seeing more, winch demand wa,g 
also granted Scales were now asked for, winch being brought the chaplain took out somo 
silver pieccB, and weighing them in one balance against the Japanese gold and silver coma, 
mixed indiscriminately in a heap, in tho other, transferred the latter to Ins pockets and left bis 
American com to console the shopman for tho loss of his Japanese change Tho authorities 
further reported that tho chaplain was not content with gentle exhortations and mild persua- 
sions, but bad used threatening gestures, in which his drawn sword had figured conspicuously 
They, however, mildly and courteously added m their report, “that they supposed that it was 
with no intention to do harm, but for bis own amusement ” There was a gentlo and graceful 
chanty in the sug 0 estion of an apology for tho conduct of tho American officer, which showed 
an example lu beautiful nccordaucc with tho j rccepts of the faith of tho intnilcr, aul well 
worth) of mutation On the next day I’enosho brought back the sum of three dollars and a 
half in American silver com, which had been left in compulsory exchange with tho Japanese 
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shopman, and stated that six pieces of gold, six of silver, and the same number of copper, were 
in possession of tho chaplain Yenoshe requested that the Japanese money should he returned, 
and was told it should he restored 

Tho day appointed for tho conference, on sh re, with the Commodore (March 16) proved 
very stormv, and, accordingly, the interview was postponed until the next morning In the 
meantime, a communication had been received from the commissioners, in answer to several

negotiating Finding that the Commodoro w vs resolute, and that all their cunning devices to 
bend him from his purpose were of no avail, the commissioners proposed to consider tho matter, 
and retired to another apartment for private consultation After an nbscnco of an hour they 
returned and reported as the resist of their deliberations that a longer time wou2d be required 
before their decision could be given in regard to the opening of Matsmai They remarked, lfl 
addition, that it was not in tho power of the Emperor to grant the use of this port without 
consulting the prince under whose hereditary right it was governed, and that to do this would 
require a year, at the expiration of which time they would be prepared to give a reply The 
Commodore then told them that he could not leave Japan without an answer of some kind, and 
that if the prince to whom they referred was an independent sovereign, he would go himself to 
Matsmai and negotiate with him 

This point was finally settled for the time by the Japanese saying that they would give » 
definite answer on Thursday, the twenty third of March In regard to Sunoda, it wag agreed 
that the Commodore should dispatch one or more vessels to that port, and the commissioners a 
Japanese officer of rank to meet them, in order that the harhor might he examined, an i its 
■fitness for the required purposes determined, it having been clearly understood that if it did j ot 
answer the expectations of the Americans in all respects, another place, somewhere in the 
southern part of Nippon, would be insisted on Tho Vandalin and Southampton were accord 
ingly dispatched, on the twentieth of March, to examine the harbor of Sunoda 

The day alter the conference on shore, Moryama YenosLe, the chief interpreter, accompanied, 
by two Japanese officials, came on board the Powhatan and submitted a paper, in the Dutch 
language, containing a report by the Japanese themselves of the propositions made by tho 
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ftnmmaare, and it proved that the commissioners were perfectly cognizant of Lis views » On 
the occasion of this visit YenosLe ashed for the Japanese coins which had been obtained by the 
chaplain of the Susquehanna in the course of his wanderings on shore, and they were deluded 
to him On the interpreter and his companions taking leave, presents were given to them, as 
they had been also to the commissioned after the last interview at the treaty house These 
gifts consisted of Colt s pistols, and varans articles of American manufacture of no great value 
On one of these visits, which were regularly kept up almost without the intermission of a 
single day, the Japanese officials were asked what had been the result of the expedition of tho 
Russians to Nagasaki? They replied that no treaty of any kind whatever had been made with 
them, but they had been told that the Emperor had so many affairs to dispose of that their 
propositions could not be entertained at that time, although, perhaps, m the course of a few 
years, circumstances might be more favorable for negotiation This they declared was tho 
c onstant answer to their repeated demands The Busmans had been, however, supplied with 
wood, water, aud provisions One of the chief objects of their visit, said the Japanese, was to 
define with precision the frontier of Ycsso .... 

On tho twenty third of March the usual deputation visited the PowWao hearing with them 
the final answer of tho commissioners in regard to the opening of the port of Hatsma. The 
doeument presented was written in tho Japans, Chinese, and Dutch languages, of tho latter 
of which the following is a translation

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Tho Commodore assented to the proposition of the commissioners assigning the port of 
Ilahoda&i, which was near tho city of Motamai, and was reported to have a hotter harbor, on 
'tho condition that, on examination, it proved equal to the favorable description given of it. 
He, however, expressed his desire that it should bo opened at an earlier date than that proposed. 
This concession of Ilakodadi betokened a favorable prospect for a successful issue to tho great 
purpose of tho expedition ; and the Commodoro now looked forward with sanguine expectations 
to an early consummation of his labors in the formation of a satisfactory treaty.

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With tlio usual order and neatness \% lucli seem almost instinctive with the Japanese, tlio 
various presents had been arranged in lots, and classified in accordance with the rank of those 
for whom they were respectively intended. The coimnisfdmicrs took their position at the further 
end of tho room, and when the Commodore nnd his suite entered, the ordinary compliments 
having been interchanged, the Prince lluwudii read aloud, in Japanese, the list of presents, and 
tho names of tho persons to whom thoy woro to he given. This was then translated by Ycnosko 
into Butch, and by Mr. Portnmn into English. This ceremony being over, tho Commodore 
was invited by the commissioners into tlio inner room, wliero ho was presented with two 
complete sets of Japanese coins, tlireo matchlocks, nnd two swords. These gills, though of no 
great intrinsic value, were very significant evidences of tho desire of tlio Japanese to express 
their respect for the representative of tho United Si lies The mere bestowal of the corns, in 
direct opposition to tho Japanese laws, which forbid, absolutely, all isauo of their mouey bcjoatl 
tbo Kingdom, was an net of marked favor. • 



As the Commodore prepared to depart, the commissioners said that there was ono article 
intended for the President which had not jet been exhibited They accordingly conducted tho 
Commodore and liis o dicers to tho beach, where ono or two hundred sacks of rico wore pointed 
out, heaped up in readiness to bo scut on board the ships As that immense supply of 
substantial food scorned to excito* some wonder ou tho part of tlio Americans, Ycnosko, tho 
interpreter, remarked that it wai always custom af/ with tho Japanese, when bestowing Toyal 
presents, to include a certun quantity of rice, although ho* Mid not say. whether that quantity 
always amounted, as on tho present occasion, to hundreds of immense sacks * 

•The Commodore, upon mbsequent inquiry, [earned that there are three article* ft Inch, in Japan, a* ho understood, alway* 
form part of an Imperial present Those are rice, dried fob, and dog* 
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ready for the latter operation in the middle of June, and these crops succeed each other year 
after year During the winter, part of the nee fields, that which lies low, is left fallow, while 
the terraces are turned into wheat fields In prepaung the fields for the reception of tlio young 
shoots of nee, they are ov erflown with water, and then reduced by ploughing aud harrowing 
into a soft well mixed mud Subsequent!) , a substratum of grass and small hushes is trodden 
down below the surface by the feet The laborer putting on a couple of broad pieces of wood, 
like a pair of snow shoes, goes tramping over the grass and bushes, laboring until they all 
disappear below the surface of the mud This operation ov er, the small plants are transferred 
from the plot where they have been sown, to the fields, where the) are allowed to remain until 
maturity The rice crop is ready for harvesting in the latter part of September 01 early in the 
ensuing month Oxen and horses are occasionally used in agricultural operations, but the labor 
is mostly performed b) hand 

"Whatever may he the moral character of the inhabitants of Srnioda, it might he supposed, 
from the great number of places of worship, that the) are a highly devotional people Though 
the peculiar religions of the Japanese seem to he sustained in a flourishing condition, the 
people are rather remarkable for their toleration of all kinds of worship, except that of the 
Christian, for which, in consequence of the political intrigues of the Roman priesthood, 
centuries ago, they have an intense hatred, carefully inculcated b) those in authority, who keep 
alive the traditional enmity engendered at the epoch when the Portuguese were expelled the 
Empire The Buddhist and Smtoo worships arc tho«o most prevalent in Japan, and the lower 
classes are strict but formal devotees, while it is suspected that the higher and better educated 
are indifferent to all religions, and entertain vanous speculative opinions, or seek refuge in a 
broad skepticism 

There arc no less than nine Buddhist temples, one largo Jit o, or Sintoo temple, and a great 
number of smaller shrines Those devoted to the worship of Buddha have strango fanciful 
titles the largest is called Rio-shen zln, or Buddha s obedient monastery , nnd'thero ore Dai- 
an zhi, or great peace monastery , the Hon gaku zhi, or source of knowledge monastery , the 
Too-den zln, or rice field monastei) , the Fuku zhen zhi, or fountain of happiness monastery , 
the Clno-raku zhi, or continual joy monastery , xhe Ri gen zln, or sourcq of reason monastery , 
and lastly, tlio Clno me zln, or long life monastery Twcnt) five priests and a few acolytes are 
attached to these temples, and arc supported by fecB bestowed by devotees for burial services, 
and the vanous offices peculiar to Buddhism The buddmgB aro of wood, and although 
gcncrnllj kept in tolerable repair, show lli“ effects of weather upon the unpainted surfuco The 
roofs are tiled and y rojcct, as in the houses, beyond the walla The josls which support tho 
superstructure arc, together with the rest of tho wood work, covered with the famous Japanese 
lac pier Tho floors, wlutli nrc raised four or five feet above the ground, arc ncath covered 
with matting At tho door cf tho main aj artment then, is a drum on tho left md a bill on the 
ngrt, tho former of which is beaten, and the latter tingled, at the ccunnicnecimntof worship, 
to awaken the attention of tho luols to the pra)ersof the devout Between the, door an l the 
central shrine there are several low lecterns, or reading desks, near each of vrhuh there is 
conveniently placed a iiecoof wood carved in tho shape of a fish, which is U 6 td to beat time

Tho shnui, m wluth aro arranged tho ancestral tablets, in meins, seems to bo an oljict of

among which we read that some have recited one thousand, two thousand, and^ven tlirco

* let luni with us, and all living, become perfect m the doctrine And again “ The wise will 
make our halls illustrious and the monuments endure for long ages ‘ To them all was added 
a significant lnnt, that these hopes and aspirations were to bo secured in their oljccts by the 
prompt payment of the contributions levied on the living At Yoku Iiama, in addition to these 
various Japanese m&crij. tiona, there were hoards upon which wero written charms in the 
Thibetan or complicated Chinese characters, the purport of which the wnteis themselves do not 
yiofesa to understand, but all appeared to believe they were effectual in warding off malignant 
demons from disturbing the dead * 

Tho nina Buddhist temples are all situated in the suburbs, back of tho town , and on the 
acclivities or summits of the hills, which bound them in tho rear, there are shrines and 
pavilions crcctel within groves of trees, winch are approached by a flight of stone steps In 
the interior of these pavilions and shrines ate rude images, or raeicly inscriptions, dedicated to 
tho tutelary deities of tho spot Their purjose is to ^afford facility to thoso living near, or to 
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the deified hero to w hom the temple is dedicated. Standing in a niche, on either side, is 
figure of an attendant dressed *m undent Japanese official costume, armed with a how, a 8 ^ 
awaiting the ordeis ? as in life, of their superior. Before the god-liko Kachiman there is ^ ie - 
usual variety of devotional olferings A large number of paintings of no great artistic skil^ , a _ 
framo containing the representation of a pagoda constructed of copper cash, a sword, bow 
arrows, and a subscription list of at least thirty feet in length, lmng from the nails of ^ t0 
shrine. This gigantic subscription list contains the names and donation of the contrihnt 0rs 
towards tho expenses of the temple services The Japaru.se priests find, we suppose, as we f car 
it is sometimes found elsewhere, that an imposing display of the mumficcnco of their henefact ors 
is a useful reminder, of duty to the benevolent, aud n great encouragement of generosity. .T^ 10 
idol of Ilachiman is honored annually with a festival, teimcd tnaizotiri, which occurs on ^ 10 
fifteenth day of the eighth month, when the subscribers are expected to pay up the amount"^ 
their contributions, for which their names are down upon the enormous list. Before the rm^S 0 
there is a box provided for tho alms of thoso who are too modest to publish their names, or 
whose donations are too small to rnako much of a figuro on paper. 

As the Japanese structures aro unpainted, tho wood work soon turns brown ami dccaj s » 
requiring frequent *iepoi$ and removal. There is always a bort of guardian or sux’eriutend^ 11 ^ 
living on tlie premises, whoso duty it is to keep in order tho temple aud grounds, and most 
them are creditable evidences of tho caro of tho overseers. There are, however, borao of the 80 ^ 
establishments which show either a careless superintendence or a low state of the exchequer, i or 
several show bigns of Tuin and neglect. _ - “ * _ 

In addition to tho one great Sintoo temple, thcro arc various smaller shrines of tho samo fai m 
dedicated to certain deified « heroes, whose services aro called into requisition by UiO'-o of so^ 10 
particular occupation, or on tho occasion of a special emergency. Tho hitex of theso humbl cr 
places of worbhip*havo / bcen picturesquely selected on the acclivities, or tho summits of tP 
wooded hills which bound tho town of Sinvoda landward. .The pathways which lead to tho 111 
are handseunily constructed, otten with uitibcwaya, bridges of a single Roman arch, ar 1 1 
flights of steps, all of stone, carefully bculptured and substantially built. Various gateway 8 * 
guarded by btoue statues of lions, or sometimes mciely by pillars, upon which tin inscriptW” 
warns oil intruders, divide at intervals the approach, wliilo the sides of tho niennCs tiro ahnd^ 
with fine trees of vigorous growth and abuudant foliage.

In the summer it is occasionally very hot in tho day time, 
but the nights are refreshed by tbo sea breezes. From April 19th to May 13th, a record of tho 
thermometer gives 72° as the highest, and 58° as the lowest point, and of the barometer 29.38 
and 30.0(h As the season advances the mercury rises, no doubt, much higher, reach mg probably 
85° of Fahrenheit, or snore. Simoda is liable to the ordinary affections of temperate climates, 
but there seems no reason to suspect that it has a special tendency to any epidemic diseases. 

Since the treaty of Kanagawa, by which tho port was opened to intercourse 'with the 
Americans, Simoda has been separated from the jurisdiction of tho principality of IdzU, and 
constituted an imperial city, the authorities of which are appointed directly by the government 
at Yedo. There is a governor or general superintendent of the municipal and commercial 
affairs of the place, with a fiscal assistant or treasurer, whose particular function has regard to 
the revenues Subordinate to these two officials, there are the samo number of prefects or bugio, 
who again have under them various collectors and interpreters, whose business is the practical 
administration of affairs in the various departments of government and trade. Tho limit of 
the jurisdiction of the imperial officers is marked by six guard stations, neither of which is moro 
than a mile and a half from tho town, placed on all tho principal roads leading to Simoda. 
Bcjond these, the inhabitants of tho country are amenable as before to their own local 
government, while within them all persons are under the newly appointed authorities

Some days subsequently, as a party of officers were strolling in tho suburbs, they came upon 
the prison of the town, whera they recognized, tlio two unfortunate Japaneso immured in ono of 
tho usual places of confinement, a kind of cage, barred in front and very restricted in capacity 
Tho poor fellows had been immediately pursued upon its being discovered that they bad visited 
the ships, and after a few days they wero pounced upon and lodged in prison They seemed to 
hear their misfortune with great equanimity, and were greatly pleased apparently with the visit 
of the American officers, in whose eyes they evidently were desirous of appearing to advantage 
On one of the visitors approaching tho cage, tho Japanese wrote on a piece of board that was 
handed to theta tbo following, which, as a rematkahlo specimen of philosophical resignation 
under circumstances which would havo tried the stoicism of Cato, deserves a record 

“ When a hero fails in his purpose, lus acts are then regarded as those of a villain and robber 
In public havo we leen seized and pinioned and caged for many days The village olders and 
head men treat us disdainfully, their oppressions being grievous indeed Therefore, looking up 
while yet we havo nothing wherewith to reproach ourselves, it must now bo seen whether a hero 
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laid before him He declaictl that the American officers w ere in the wrong for not having given 
previous notice of their intention to stay on shore, and because they had gono to a temple winch 
had nof been especially designated for their use 
When the prefect was set right in regard to these falso countercharges, he shifted his ground 
and urged that, as the treaty had not jet gono mty effect, the Americans could not jet claim 
the advantages it was supposed to secure This view was, of course, emphatically objected to, 
and the prefect, moreover, informed tbat the Commodore was not willing to discuss with him 
the subject of the interpretation of the treaty, as it did not concern lum Xt was then proposed 
hy the prefect that the matter complained of should he submitted to the commissioners for their 
arbitration This was peremptorily declined, and an immediate apology for the outrage, or a 
categorical refusal, insisted upon The Japanese official was not yet willing to come directly to 
the point, and lingered m the discussion of the minor details of the question, m the course of 
which he stated that it was a Japanese custom to appoint guards for tho protection, ot*strangers 
He was then indignantly told that the Americans required no bucIi protection, as they were well 
ablo to protect themselves on all occasion*, and that one of the articles of the treatj was framed 
for the express purpose of securing freedom from that very surveillance alluded to The prefect 
was then emphatically assured that tho Americans would never submit with impunity to such 
treatment, as it was not only an infringement of tho stipulations of tho treaty, but a violation 
of tho laws of hospitality and an outrage Tho prefect now disavowed tho wholo proceeding, 
saying that hits subordinates had acted upon their own responsibility and without his knowledge), 
and that ho regretted its occurrence Tins apology was, of course, accepted, with a reminder, 
however, that for the future tho Commodoro could make no distinction between tho prefect's 
own acts and those of his subordinates, but that tho former would bo ludd responsible m all

Tho prefect then expressed a desire to restrict tho stay of ofheers during the night on shore

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Tins commences on tlio south end of the island of Formosa, and is undoubtedly part of the 
great equatorial current of tho Pacific The larger portion of this current, when it reaches the 
point just named, passes off into the China eea , while the other part is deflected to the 
northward, passing along tlje eastern coast of Formosa, where its strength and character are 
unequivocally shown, and extending itself, at times, as far to the eastward as the Lew Chew 
islands, where the increased temperature of tho water shows the presence of a torrid current 
Its northwardly course, however, continues as far as tho parallel of 2G°, wli^n it bears off to the 
northward and eastward, washing the whole southeastern coast of Japan as far as tho Straits of 
Sangar, and increasing m strength os it advances At the chain of islands south of the Gulf of 
Ycdo, about the meridian of 140° E , its maximum strength on one occasion was observed to be 
seventy two, seventy four, and eighty miles per diem, respectively, on three successive days 
r^om the south end of Formosa to the Straits of Sangar, its average velocity was found to ha 
from thirty five to forty miles per day, at all seasons when our ships traversed it I f s precise 
width south of the Gulf of Yedo was not satisfactorily ascertained, but enough was discovered 
to make it certain that it reaches to tho southward of Fatsicio, and it extends perhaps oven to 
the Bonin Islands in latitude 26° N 

In the latitude of 40° N and to the eastward of the meridian 143° E the stream turns more 
to tho eastward, and thus allows a cold counter current to intervene between it and the southern 
coast of the island of Yesso Our hydrographers could not positively ascertain tho fact, but 
they believed that this hyperborean current, found on the coast of Yesso, passes to the westward 
through the Straits of Sangar down through the Japan sea, between Oorea and the Japanese 
islands, finding an outlet through tho Formosa channel into the China sea The data they 
had, together with the known fact that a strong southwardly current prevails between Formosa 
and tho coast of China, particularly during the northeast monsoon, when tho northwardly 
current along tho east coast of Formosa continues unimpeded, would seem to givo probability to 
this conjecture of the gentlemen Tho southwest monsoon may possibly affect tins counter- 
current, and forco it to minglo its waters with those of the Kuro siwo, or “ Japanese gulf 
stream, ’ between the north end of Formosa and tho southwest extremity of Japan Tho 
Yandalia was ordered from Hakodadi, to pass westward through tlio Straits of Sangar and 
proceed to China, on tho western side of Japan Ono object of tins wa3 to make observations on 
current and temperature, but, unfortunately, tho Commodore left China before tho report was 
made, and it has never reached him 

Tho existence of this counter-current, how over, is so well known by vessels trading on tho 
coast of China, that they seldom attempt to beat to tho northward through tho Formosa channel, 
but usually make tlio passago to tho eastward of Formosa during adverso winds, even though 
such winds may be stronger on tho cast sido of tho island than m tho 1 ormosa channel 
Lieutenant Bent traced also sorao striking analogies between this Kuro siwo (great stream) of 
Japan, and our gulf 6trcain IIis observations wero strikingly confirmatory of tho viowa that

The spacious and beautiful hay of Hakodadi, which for accessibility and safety is ono of th e 
finest in the world, lies on the north side of tho Strait of Sangar, which separates the Japanes* 5 
islands of Nippon and Yesso, and about midway between Sirija saki,f tho northeast point of th* 
former and the city of Matsmai The hay hears from the cape N W J IV distant aboilt forty 
five miles, and is four miles wide at its entrance and runs five miles into the land * 

The navigation of the Strait of Sangar, as tar as it was examined by tho officers of thtf 
expedition, proved to he safe and convenient, and the entrance to tho port of Hakodadi as

EXPEDITION TO JAPAN. 


In illustration of the rapidity and dexterity with which the Japanese artists work we have 
the testimony of the chaplain of the Mississippi, tho Rev Mr Jones, who employed an artist 
at Hakodadi to paint for him a set of screens Mr Jones sat by the painter and watched him 
at Ins work He made no previous sketch, but drew at once the various portions of tho 
landscape, putting in his houses, ships, horses, trees and birds, with a onderfui readiness, the 
whole bung a fancy piece , and whui he came to paint the foliage of some pines, ho used two 
brushes in one hand at the same time, so as to expedite his work The result was, though not 
a production of high art, yet a much better specimen of ornamental screen than could readily 
be found in the most pretentious manufacturing establishment of our own country. And hero 
wo may add, that a very remarkable specimen of Japanese linear drawing in perspective fell 
under Mr Jones' observation On the first visit of the squalron to Japan, ns we have stated, 
intense interest was excited among tho natives by the engines of the eteaiuers Their curiosity 
seemed insatiable, and the Japanese artists were constantly employed, when they ha l opportu- 
nity, in making drawings of parts of the machinery, and seeking to understand its construction 
and tho principles of its action On the second visit of the squadron, Mr Jones saw, in tho 
hands of a Japanese, a perfect drawing, m truo proportion, of the whole engine, with its several 
parts in place, which he says was as correct and good as could have. been m ido anywhere Tho 
Japanese artist had made it, and valued it very highly, bung unwilling to part with it at any 
pneo , Mr Tones woull have gl uilv bought it, ami offered to do so, that he might briug it 
home as a spccuncn of Japanese skill 

In regard to anatomical markings, there is, in the specimens of Japanese drawings wo havo 
before us, no lack of such a degree of correctness as may bo obtained by close oulv^anl observa- 
tion of tho parts Tho muscular development of tlio horses, both m action and at rest, is shown 
in liuts sufficiently truo to nature to prove a very minute and accurato observation, ou tho part 
of tho artist, of the external features of his subject* Uus w very striking in tho frieze of tho 
wrestlers alluded to above It is characterized by rcmnrhablo precision in this respect, and 
while preserving in tho figure* all tho peculi ir features of tho Asiatic stock, tho outer angle of 
tho eye running upward, tho sm ill corneas, &c , thcro is distinctive expression, yet with 
eimdmty, and a height of art is rcachetl in the dnwings corre-sp aiding, as regards naturalistic

gilt imago in its recess, two handsome lamps lighted, two largo candles burning, artificial 
flowers, Ac , with an abundance of gilding , thcro wero also two aide altars with cjiudle^ on 
them burning Before the principal altarf within an enclosure, were fiver priests, robed and on 
their knees, tho chief ono striking a small saucer shaped bell, and three others with padded, 
drumsticks striking hollow wooden lacquered vessels, which emitted a dull sound They kept 
timo, and toned their prayers to their music in chanting , after chanting, they knelt again, and 
touched tho floor with tliur foreheads , after which they repaired to tho side altars and had a 
short ceremony before each of them When all was oicr, ono of tho priests approached, and, 
pointing to an imago, asked Mr Jones what it was called m America He answered “ Hai," 

“ wo have it not ' Ho then pointed to tho altars and asked tho sarao question, to which he 
received the same reply Wheti tho chaplain left the temple, as ho walked on, his official 
attendant asked him 'if tho peoplo prayed in America?' Ho was answered m tho affirmative, 
and Mr Jones, dropping on ono knee, joined his hands, and, with upturned fice, closed his 
eyes, and pointed to the heavens, to intimate by signs that we pray to a being there Ho then 
asked his attendants if they prayed to that being? He replied “ Yes , we pray to Tien," their 
word for heaven or God 

To return to our narrative of Matters connected with tho funeral, it was found, in a few days 
after the interment of our countryman, that tho Japanese authorities had caused to he erected a 
neat picket fence around tho American graves, before it was know n to pur officers * 

After a farewell visit of ceremony on shore, and an interchange of courtesies and presents, 
(among which was a block of granite for the Washington monument ) the Powhatan and 
Mississippi, wlnclx were the only vessels of the squadron left, took their departure for Simoda

The great eliscussion, however, was concerning the boundaries within which our countrymen 
might go at Ilakodadi These had not jet been settled at all The Japancso wished to confine 
Americans within tho cil) itself, but as tho Conun odora protested most stronglj against tins, 
the subject was postpone 1 for future consideration Tho commissioners having stated that a 
special place lnd been set apart for the burial of Americans, asked permission to hove tho body

ensued over tlio refreshments w lth which tho Japancso entertained their guests, in which tho 
commissioners showed, by their enquiries, that lively interest which was uniformly evbibitod 
among tho educated classes m tho events transpiring in different parts of tho world Thoy 
were aery curious to hnow something about the products and manufactures of tho United States, 
and asked our views in regard to China and its revolution, and concerning tho war between 
Bussia and Turkej 

Another conference tool place on tbo succeeding day, but without any defimto result in 
regard to tho limits at Hakodadi, although tho question was discussed for several hours An 
attempt was made hy the commissioners to obtain tho consent of tbo Commodore to .a regulation 
prohibiting tho Americans from remaining on shore after Bunset, which was positively refused 
Two (the newly appointed commissioners) had been chosen expressly to settlo tho question in 
regard to tho comparative value of the Japanese and United States currencies, and Pursers 
Spenlen and Eldridge were selected by tbo Commodore to confer with them on that subject 
An important result ensued, embodied in an interesting and valuable report made by those 
gentlemen to the Commodore *
